the future, a blockade that would make it ex- 
ceedingly risky for vessels to break it; such a 
blockade as was maintained during the greater 
part of the Civil War by the Northern States 
against the Southern States. 

“The blockade would be more distressing to us, 
however, than it was to the* Southern States, or 
te any agricultural country 50 years ago, for two 
very important reasons: 

“1. The progress of modern engineering has 
made navies much. more powerful. 

“2: The great countries now are much more 
vulnerable to blockade, because they hold so 
many millions of people dependent upon manu- 
facturing industries, who are forced to live an 
artificial life in cities. 

“The United States may not depend for its 
daily bread upon the regular coming of wheat 
from over the seas; but millions of its people 
do depend, directly and indirectly, upon the 
money earned from the export of manufactured 
things. A country becomes dependent upon out- 
side commerce through habits and modes of life, 
just as a man does upon outside air. Therefore, a 
neople suddenly deprived of a vigorous outside 
‘ommerce would be commercially smothered. 


Our Long Coast an Added Peril. 
“— O give a rough fdea of the possible ef- 


fects of a bloc! ade on our coas.3, con- 

sider the fact that our exports last 
year were valued at more than $2,000,000,000, 
which means that goods to this amount were 
sold and paid for either in money or its equiva- 
lent, most of it ultimately as wages for labor. 

“No blockade, of course, could stcp all this, but 
it seems probable that it could stop half of it, 
after our fleet was destroved by the enemy. It 
would seem, therefore, that the primary use for 
our navy will probably be to prevent blocrade. 
must be understood that a blockade does not re- 
quire a declaration of war, or entail the costly 
operations of invasion. A bloc’ade, though slow- 
er in its effects than actual] invasion, is practically 
as efficacious in the end, and it is much less ex- 
pensive. It is cheaper and easier. 

“The fact that the coast of the United States is 
sc large is an argument often used that it would 
be impossible to bloc’ade it. It is not at all nec- 
essary, however, to blockade the entire coast of 
the United States to create a condition of distress 
such as has just been pointed out. It would suf- 
fice to bloc*ade, Boston, New’ York, the Dela- 
ware. the Chesapea’e and the Gulf, say, with 40 
ships. The difficulties and risks of running such 
a blockade, in defiance of the present increased 
gower and accuracy of modern gunnery, the 
searchlights, the wireless telegraph and the aero- 
plane, would be numerous and great, and cause 
high insurance rates. 

“It may be objected that this blec’ading of 
even a defenseless coast would cost the blockading 
cuuntry a great deal of money, because of the loss 
of trade with that country. Of course; but the 
war expenses are to be expected, and the bi@&k- 
ade would be far more expensive to the blockaded 
vountry, which would be compelled to yield in the 
end, not only because of the blockade itself, but 
because of the pressure of neutral countries: Of 
course, the longer we held out, the greater the in- 
demnity we should have to pay. The expense of 
blockading, therefore, would be merely a profit- 
able investment for the blockader. 

“It is true,-of course, that actual invasion of a 
country from the sea would be a greater disaster 
than blockade, and danger from invasion has been 
the reason given by Great Britain for the build- 
ing of her own great navy; and it is also true 
that in the minds of many people the primary 
reason for a navy has been for defense against 


invasion.

vard 150 feet wide, for which $500,060 
was voted at a bond issue clection more 
than 10 years ago, will be abandoned. 
Of the $500,000 voted, only 17 cents re- 
mains unexpended. 

An abandonment of the boulevard 
idea, however, would not be, likely to 
interfere with the city’s plans to pave, 
and perhaps beautify, the unpaved por- 
tions of King’s highway: bettween the 
river at 5700 South and Breadway and 
Riverview drive on the North Side. 
Director of Streéts and Sewers Talbert 
today told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he had heard that property owners 
along King’s highway, north of Easton 
avenue, are preparing a petition re- 
questing the Board of Public Service to 
withdraw its plans for the widening of 
the street. 

Director Talbert said that in a recent 
conversation George E. Kessler, an en- 
gineer and former adviser to the city, 
expressed doubt as to the utility of 
establishing King’s highway as a boule- 
vard north of Easton avenue. Kessler 
gave as his reason, Director Talbert 
said, that the delay has been so great 
that the residential districts which, it 
was hoped, would be benefited by the 
improvement have deteriorated, 
new subdivisions have been created far- 
ther west. Director Talbert said he 
agreed with Kessler and thought the 
Board of Public Service also might co- 
incide with the view that a boulevard 
north of Easton avenue is no longer 


advisable. 
Director Talbert said the abandonment 


i4of the scheme for increasing the width 


of King’s highway north of Easton will 
not mean the street will not be paved 
and perhaps beautified with park strips. 
These improvements, however, will be 
charged to property in the assessment 
district, and not against abutting prop- 
erty, as wgs originally contemplated.

from Euclid avenue to Florissant ave- 
nue, $40,919.47, and along Bircher road,

't was Co! Roosevelt who spilled the 
‘eans. He conceived the idea of mak- 
ing 6 greater use of the country than 
anyone had ever made. He was g0- 
ing te do more politically than Mr. 
Rockefeller had done commercially. 
We woke up, turned on the lights, 
and chased him down the fife escape. 
A little later Mr. Wilson came on the

scene. We were ripe for the resump- 
tion of national thinking. Schoolmas- 
ter that he was, he had a complete 
set of studies of exactly this kind all 
mapped out for us.

Walter S. Dickey is the sole owner of 
the W. 8S. Dickey company. 

The letter has aroused union labor of- 
ficials in Kansas City to increased op- 
position to Dickey. The letter follows: 

WILL YOU READ IT? 

Gentlemen—If union labor is a pub- 
lic benefit, it should be encouraged 
and patronized. If union labor is 
oppressive, overbearing, unreason- 
able and a public detriment, it should 
be muzzled. 

Labor conditions are growing from 
bad to worse all over the country. 
Unless their demands are met by 
concerted action on the part of or- 
ganized employers, Kansas City. will 
soon be in the grasp of labor ‘agi- 
tators. Business enterprises will be 
paralyzed, as they are today in San 
Francisco, where thefr Chamber of 
Commerce has determined to raise 
$1,000,000 for the purpose of putting an 
end to the present strike, and bring 
about conditions wherein any and all 
men may find employment, without 
paying tribute to labor unions, 

The street railways of New York 
are tied up. The dairy business of 
Cleveland and St. Louls are today out 
of business, on account of drivers’ 
demands. The dairy drivers have for- 
bidden grocery and bakery wagons 
to come, and will not permit ice to be 
delivered, to the dairy companies by 
union teamsters. 

Can we expect organized labor in 
Kansas City to rest quietly and re- 
fuse to participate ® the “labor 
movement” that is being promoted 
in other cities? Unless prompt action 
is taken for self-protection, Kansas 
City will be “union ridden,” as many 
other large cities are. What is being 
done by the business interest.to head 
of the advances of organized labor? 
Does anyone imagine that organized 
labor has sufficient pride in this city’s 
welfare to withhold its death-dealing 
hand, should an opportunity arise to 
promote its selfish ends? 

Labor unions demand that you 
must do business under their dicta- 
tion, regardless of profits or pro- 
tests. If you think union labor is 
competent to dictate the policy, 
name the wages and hours which 
must govern your business; then, 
without rdsistance, you should invite 
them in and let them take charge. 
If, on the contrary, one cannot sub- 
scribe to their policy and is deter- 
mined to do business without out- 
side interference, now is the time 
to “get busy’’ and make ‘‘prepared- 
ness." WILL YOU awaken before 
the crisis? 

Should labor agitators have enact- 
ed into laws all that they have men- 
tioned in their requests for ‘‘Legis- 
lation Wanted,’ the business man 
will soon wake up. Their Legislative 
Committee is at work. 


The Employers’ Association is per- 
fecting arrangements to prevent a 
“tie-up"’ of industries in Kansas 
City, to oppose the enactment of 
laws that will injure business and 
place undue burdens on employers. 
Will you co-operate with us for mu- 
tual protection?

John T. Smith of Kansas City, organ- 
‘mer 22 Miasg@ert Pir the Ainertcun Fed- 
eration of Labor, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that in his opinion every union 
labor man in Kansas City, except those 
who placed party affiliations above 
their own interests, would vote against 
Dickey. 


“Dickey and union labor never have 
been friendly,” said Smith. ‘Ten or 12 
years ago I organized the employes of 
the Dickey clay pipe plant here. Dickey 
refused to sign an agreement with the 
union, and for a year union men 
worked for him under a verbal agree- 
ment. 


“At the end of that year the union 
demanded that he sign the agreement. 
He again refused and I pulled all the 
union men out of the plant. He put 
strike-breakers in their places, and 
ever since that time he has employed 
nonunion men in his plants. 


“The Dickey plant is on the unfair 
list of the Carpenters’ Union tn Kansas 
City, and at the meeting of the State 
Federation of Labor in Joplin. three 
weeks ago @ resolution was introduced 
to have him declared unfair by the 
State federation. 

“The resolution was referred to R. T. 
Wood, president of the State Federation 
of Labor, with authority to act on the 
resolution. He has not yet announced 
his decision. 

“The slogan of union labor now is, 
‘Partisan to @ principle, but not to a 
party.’ We believe in protecting our 
friends and defeating our enemies.

Dickey Interest Said to Have 
Got $139,000 in Gas Fran- 
chise Deal in Kansas City. 


City, where it knows Dickey, is opposing 
him.”’ 


In Manufacturers’ Association. 


Dickey was a member of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, which 
maintained a lobby in Washington for 
many years for the purpose of influ- 
encing legislation in Congress. 

This was one of the lobbies denounced 
by President Wilson at the first Con- 
gress after he became President. Reve- 
lations of its ramifications in a con- 
gressional investigation conducted large- 
ly by Senator Reed and brought about 
by the Post-Dispatch’s exposure of the 
lobby startled the country in = 1913. 
| bie was shown that Government 
employes were bribed by agents of the 
lobby to reveal confidential information, 
that some members of Congress actually 
were on its payroll, and that it pursued 
relentlessly members of Congress who 
were friend!y to organized labor and 
would not do the bidding of the lobby. 
It was shown that agents ef the Manu- 
facturers’ Association supplied money 
tu defeat unfriendly Congressmen for 
re-election. 

Dickey’s membership in the associa- 
tion is shown in an official list of its 
members published by it several years 
ago. 


City natural gas franchise has been the 


Dickey’s connection with the Kansas 


subject of litigation in the Kansas City 
Circuit Court, the Missouri Supreme 
Court and has been brought prominently 
forward in nearly every Kansas City 
campaign for more than 10 years. 

For many years prior to 196 Kansas 
City had had artificial gas supplied at 
7 cents per 1000 feet by the Kansas 
City (Mo.) Natural Gas Co., owned by 
the United Gas and Improvement Co. of 
Philadelphia, which Senator Reed in 
many speeches has termed the “Gas 
Trust.”’ 

About that time natural gas in large 
quantities was discovered in Kansas and 
Oklahoma, and Kansas City, being in- 
formed that the cost of its production 
was almost nothing, dreamed of obtain- 
ing gas at 6 or 7 cents per 1000 feet. The 
newspapers day after day predicted that 
Kansas City, because of cheap fuel, 
would become the nation’s greatest man- 
ufacturing center. 

Walter 8S. Dickey and seven associates 
formed themselves into a syndicate, 
which organized the People’s Natural 
Gas and Fuel Co., a $2000 corporation, 
which applied for a 50-cent natural gas 
franchise. 

Another syndicate formed a corpora- 
tion known as the United Gas and Fuel 
Co., and also applied for a 50-cent fran- 
chise. 

There was still another group known 
as the Corbin crowd asking for a fran- 
chise. 


Deadlock for Months. 


With the three syndfcates in the fteld 
there followed months of jockeying 
with the City Council, each interest ap- 
parently attempting to obtain the fran- 
chise over the others. There seemed to 
be lively competition, and the ordi- 
nances were amended at various times, 
the proposed price for gas finally get- 
ting down to 3 cents. There were 
veiled insinuations in the Kansas City 
newspapers and open talk on the 
streets that illegal methods had been 
used in obtaining the support of cer- 
tain members of the City Council by 
each syndicate. 

A deadlock finally developed. Each 
franchise seeker obtained enough mem- 
bers of the Council to prevent any of 
the others from getting the franchise, 


franchise. 

One interesting feature of the contest 
was the fact that the Dickey syndicate. 
although applying for a franchise to 
furnish Kansas City with natural gas, 
had no gas. Dickey admitted in a dep- 
osition that his company Was common- 
ly called the “gasless gas company.” 

With the deadlock on, the various 
syndicates began to look for means to 
break it. One little company, known a3 
the “Corbin crowd,’’ represented that ‘t 
had leases on gas lands, and negotia- 
tions were begun between it and the 
Dickey syndicate which terminated in it 
getting out of the fight and giving the 
Dickey interests an option on the lands 
it was supposed to hold. 

In the meantime, Hugh J. McGowan. 
representative of the United Gas and 
Improvement Co., which had a ‘good 
thing’ in its artificial gas franchise in 
Kansas City, began making mysterious 
visits to Kansas City, although up te 
that time none of the United Gas inter- 
ests had introduced a natural gas fran- 
chise ordinance in the Council. 

When the case finally got into tre 
courts it was revealed that the Dickey 
interests, to get the Corbin crowd out 
of the way, had agreed to pay $20,000 for 
@r option on its supposed gas 
lands, and that McGowan had 
agreed to pay 70 per cent of 
the $20,000. Only $15,000 ever was paid 
tu the Corbin crowd, the remainder be- 
ing withheld because it was unable to 
Geliver the oil lands. Of the $15,000 Mc- 
Gowan paid $14,900. 

With the Corbin crowd eliminated, the 
natural gas franchise competition, was 
limited to the Dickey interests and the 
United Gas and Fuel Co., and there be- 
gan negotiations between these conflict- 
ing interests. The result of the negotia- 
tions was that the Dickey t-erests 
transferred to the United Gas and Fue 
Co. interests half of its capital stock tn 
exchange for half the capital stock of 
the United Gas and Fuel Co., thus merg- 
ing the two companies, and seemingly 
stopping all franchise competition, from 
which citizens of Kansas City had ex- 
pected finally to obtain natural gas at 
a low price. 


The agreement between these two com- 


ee 


| but no one had enough votes to get the 


panies was that while both franchise 
ordinances were to remain before the 
Council, only one was to be pushed ac- 
tively and that the two companies would 
share alike in a new company to be or- 
ganized to take over the franchise. 

At this stage McGowan, whose 
at that time to public knowledge, in 
supplying the money to get the Cor- 
bin crowd out of the way, wrote a 
letter to the Council saying that his 
company controlled the pipes in 
Kansas City and that if a natural 
sas franchise was to be let, it would 
be better to let it. to a company 
which had the great distributing 
service of the Kansas City Gas Co. 
He asked for a little time to submit 
a proposition. The time was granted. 

McGowan and the: increased Dickey 
crowd then began secret negotiations 
which terminated in a decision that 
McGowan was to introduce a fran- 
chise ordinance, and that neither the 
Dickey nor United Gas and Fuel Co. 
ordinance was to be pushed for pas- 
sage. As a consideration the Dickey 
interests were to be let in on the 
financing of the company which 
would take over the McGowan fran- 
chise, it being agreed that 30 per cent 
of the stock of the Kansas City Gas 
Co. would be transferred to the 
Dickey interests at its original price. 
Its original price had been nothing, the 
company having been financed on a 
scheme by which a certain number of 
shares went as a bonus to the pur- 
chasers of the company’s bonds. 

Under this arrangement the Coun- 
cil passed a McGowan ordinance at 
35 cents per 1000 feet. The Mayor ve- 
‘oed it, and citizens of Kansas City 
employed Senator Reed, Frank Hag- 
erman and R. J. Ingraham to bring 
a suit to enjoin the Council from 
passing the ordinance over the May- 
or’s veto. This suit was successful, 
and as a result of the fight made on 
the franchise the ordinance which 
finally was passed provided for gas 
at 25 cents. 

In the taking of testimony in this case 
the inside story of the franchise deals 
became public, and the attorneys were 
able after many attempts, to get pos- 


entered into. Dickey on the witness 
stand refused to produce the contracts 
and refused to answer many questions. 
Senator Reed, who was questioning 
Dickey, directed the notary public be- 
fore whom the testimony was being 
taken, to commit Dickey to jall. The 
commitment actually was prepared. 
Dickey called his attorney by telephone 
and was advised to answer the ques- 
tions. 


Several years went by and the Dickey 


interests were not taken care of under 
the secret agreement they had made 
with the United Gage interests. Dickey 
and his associates employed Senator 
Reed, Ingraham an@ John H. Atwood 
to bring a suit to collect the money due 
them. 

The attorneys went to Indianapolis 
where they met McGowan and other 
representatives of the Unitea Gas Co., 
and after an all-day conference the

FUTURIST MUSIC HERE 


Russian Pianist to Perform. His 
“Wild Men’s Dance” at 
Sheldon Memorial Saturday. 


Leo Ornstein, who at 20 years of age 
is called the one true-blue Futurist com- 
poser living, and/who is said to have 
gone far beyond even the Austrian, 
Schoenberg, and the Russian, Stravin- 
sky, in the rabid anarchism of his music, 
will make his first St. Louis appearance 
Saturday night in a piano recital at the 
Sheldon Memorial, playing some of his 
own works. 

Among these will be his ‘‘Three Moods 
—Anger, Peace and Joy,” which once 
aroused a London audience to open mu- 
tiny; and his terrific ‘“‘Wild Men's 
Dance,” concerning which the composer 
says that when its chords first occurred 
to him he thought he was going mad. 

Ornstein is .a Russian, having been 
born in Odessa. His music has been 
called on the one hand the insanest rant 
ever written, and on the other the dawn- 
ing of a new epoch in tonal expression. 
He not only has thrown into the discard 
all of the musical science developed in 
centuries of evolution, but has cast over- 
board most of the technique of his own 
instrument, the pianoforte. There is not 
room enough on his staff for all the 
notes he calls for, and they branch off 
from their stems like clusters of grapes. 
Of course, 10 fingers could not paly them 
all, so he gives instructions as to how 
one mass of notes is to be struck with 
the palm of the hand and another with 
the thumb. 

All agree, however, that he is a pijan- 
ist of notable originality and extraor- 
dinary virtuosity, possessing an amaz- 
ingly delicate color sense and an unsur- 
passed mastery of tonal character 
through touch and pedaling. He appeéais 
to optical as well as aural curiosity, 
with his sullen countenance, his long, 
fiail-like arms depending limply from 
high, narrow shoulders, his hair “‘mussed 


= unbecomingly, and his coat collar 
study in cubism. 

Of his own works he will play here the 
“Russian Suite,”’ Opus 12, the “Three 
Moods” and “The Wild Men's Dance.”’ 
But many other composers of widely 
different schools will be represented, 
such as Schumann, Chopin, Grieg, Liszt, 
Debussy, Cyril Scott, Albeniz, Grondahl 
and Schytte. 


KANSAS CITY UNIONS 
FIGHTING DICKEY FOR 
SENATE AS LABOR FOE 


Continued From Preceding Page. 


Dickey interests were paid an amount 
said to have been $139,900. 

The franchise obtained by the United 
Gas Co., was carried out and Kansas 
City has been supplied with gas under it. 
However, the company bought its gas 
from the Kansas Natural Gas to which 
it has paid 6 per cent of all it received. 
A Kansas City financier, who was inter- 
ested in one of the original franchise 
applications, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that at the time the franchise 
was granted it was known by ‘those 
on the inside’’ that the franchise was 
not a workable franchise because of the 
price the United Gas Co. controlled dis- 
tributing company was to pay the Unit- 
ed Gas controlled pipe line company, 
the Kansas Natural Gas Co. 

The franchise contained a clause that 
if at any time the grantees under the 
franchise were unable to obtain a rea- 
sonable supply of gas,the rights under 
the franchise should revert to the old 
artificial gas franchise at 76 cents. 

It has been charged that the interests 
of the United Gas Co. was to obtain 
just such a franchise so that eventually 
they could again furnish artificial gas 
at a high price. 

For several winters Kansas City has 
not had sufficient natural gas, the Kan- 
sas field failing to supply the needed 
quantity. It has been contended in 
Kansas newspapers that this could be 
remedied by extending the pipe lines in 
the Oklahoma fields, but this has not 
been done. Several residents of Kansas 
City have predicted that it would he 
only a short time until the United Gas 
Co. again would be supplying 75-cent 
artificial gas. 

Attention has been attracted during 
the past two weeks to the unusual ad- 
vertising campaign being conducted by 
Dickey in the Republican and independ- 
ent country newspapers of Missouri. The 
same advertisement is appearing in all 
the papers. It advertises the Dickey 
vitrified salt-glauzed silo. It is an eigh*- 
inch ad, and is signed Walter S. Dickey 
instead of the W. S. Dickey Clay Manu- 
facturing Co., Dickey’s company. 

At Democratic headquarters in St. 
Touis there has been much comment on 
the appearance in the same issues of 
many of the papers containing the ad an 
eulogy of Dickcy, or an attack on Sen- 
ator Reel, or both. The Caruthersville 
Republican of Sept. 283 had the ad and 
had one editorial attack on Reed, and 
three editorial eulogies of Dickey. 

Dickey resides in a costly home in that 
part of Kansas City usually referred tv 
as Quality Hill.

honesty of adminis‘ration is essential. 
“For that reason T believe that the 


minor factors of administration, too, 
should be governed wholly by nonparti- 
san, or rather by a wholly unpolitical 
merit system. The most essential fea- 
ture of administration will be in the 
honesty of the appraisals on which loans 
are made. For this purpose I think it 
inadvisable to permit any appraiser to 
set a value on any piece of property in 
his own section. Appraisers should be 
brought from other sections of the State 
where they cannot possibly be influ- 
enced by any sense of acquaintance- 
ship or friendship in reaching a judg- 
ment as to the ‘borrowing limit of any 
given piece of property. 

‘“T do not see how competition with 
the Federal rural credit system can be 
considered an argument against the 
Gardner bill . As i remarked, 1! am 
inclined to the Hamiltonian theory of 
government, yet I am ai believer ‘n 
home control of matters which have 
their entire life within a State. I think 
this matter of rural credits is essen- 
tially a State matter, still there are 
states which are not as wealthy as 
Missouri and which could not affori 
to launch such an enterprise as this 
where the Federal law will serve a 
great purpose. Then, again, the Federa! 
law is more immediate in its genera! 
application. But I do not think it should 
be held to be a sufficient reason for 
Missouri hesitating to form her own 
State bank. The competition with the 
Federal system will give a basis of com- 
parison in administrative methods and 
costs which will be valuable and we will 
also have a splendid opportunity to see 
how the two systems work out and 
which is the better one. 

“Incidentally, it might be recalled that 
Mr. Taft, while President, issued a re- 
pert, prepared I believe by Gov. Herrick 

in which the conclusion was 

reached that the establishment and 

maintenance of rural credit systems 

were properly State, rather than Feda- 
functions. 

“I do not think that the State land 
bank can possibly injure the country 
banks of deposit. In fact, by increas- 
ing the general prosperity, it will help 
them. Loans by these banks are al- 
ways for seasonal purposes and on 
short term notes and with a higher 
production, which ought to come with 
cheaper long time land loans, there will 
be a greater demand than ever for the 
short loans for crop moving and seed- 

The long time mortgage 
loans have generally been handled tn 
the big cities by companies having vast 
funds in hand, like the insurance com- 
panies. This rule will still prevali, only 
instead of making direct loans the big 
lending companies will buy the bonds. 

The State land bank will merely organ- 
ize the credit base in a far simpler and 
more economic manner. and while the 
lending companies will not get as high 
a rate of interest as under the direct 
loan system, th will be such an im- 


mense saving !

Views of Secretary Swope. 
Horace M. Swope, secretary of the 


Citizens’ Committee, yesterday declared 
that unless the bond issue passed the | 
standard of education will generally be 
lowered in St. Louis because of the im- 
perative discontinuance of several de- 
partments. 

The summer and night echcols prob- 
ably would be first to be cut off, he 
said, and open-air schools, special 
schools for backward children, and the 
hygiene department likely would be next 
to go. This virtually would destroy the 
present educational standard set in St. 
Louis, he said, but would be made abso- 
lutely necessary to provide funds for 
more school quarters. 

The additional tax to etaie $3,000,000 
worth of buildings would be only 50 cents 
@ year to persons paying taxes on $1000 
worth of property, Swope said. It would 
mean an addition of only 5 cents on each 
$100 taxable valuation. 

This would meet the crisis and assure, 
a continuance of the present school sys-f{ 
tem in permanent and comfortable 
buildings, Swope said, and would give 
the children an all-day education. 

Might Stop Free Text Books. 

If it becomes necessary to abolish free 
text books, the cost to parents of provid- 
ing school books would be much more 
than the increased tax to the average 
taxpayer, he asserted. If summer and 
night schools must be discontinued, the 
burden of caring for the many thousands 
of children would be shifted to the play- 
ground and other municipal departments 
and would be paid from municipal reve- 
nue raised by taxes, and would be an ad- 
ditional expense to taxpayers, he pointed 
out. 

The bonds would run 20 years, and 
many of the children now attending the 
schools would later pay their share of 
the expense when they become voters

westward curve. Fifteen or 16 miles 
away where it emerged from the 
mountains lay the pleasant and 
prosperous town of Gorizsia, and at 
the westwird point of the great curve 
was Sagrado with its broken bridge. 
The battle of Gorisia was really not 
fought at Gorizia at all. What hap- 
pened was the brilliant and bloody 
storming of Mounts Podgora and 
Sabotino on the western side of the 
river above Gorizia, and simultase- 
ously a crossing at Sagrado behind 
Gorizia and a magnificent rush up to 
the plateau and across the plateau 
of the Carso. Gorizia itself was not 
organized for defense, and the Aus- 
trians were so surprised by the rapid 
storming of the mountains to the 
northwest of it, and of the Carso to 
the southeast, that they made no 
fight ih the town itself. 

As a consequence, when I visited 
it I found it very little injured— 
‘compared, that is, with such other 
‘towns as have been fought through. 
Here and there the front of a house 
|has been knocked in by an Austrian 
‘shell, or a lamp post prostrated. But 
{the road bridge had suffered a good 
deal; its iron parapet was twisted 
j}about by shell bursts and interwoven 
. with young trees and big boughs de- 
| signed to screen the passerby from 
pee observation of the Austrian gun- 


ners upon Monte Santo. Here and 
| there were huge holes through which 
| one could look down upon the blue 
trickles of water in the stony river 
| bed below. The driver of our automo-

and downs of the ruins. 

It is not in these places that one must 
look for the real destruction of modern 
war. The real fight on the left of Go- 
rizia went through the village of Lucin- 
ico up ‘the hill of Podgora. Lucinico is 
nothing more than a heap of gray 
stones; except for a bit of the church 
wall and the gable end of a house one 
cannot even speak of it as ruins. ut In 
one place among the rubble I saw the 
splintered top and a leg of a grand pi- 
ano. Podgora Hill, which was no doubt 
once neatly terraced and cultivated, is 
like a scrap of landscape from some air- 
less, treeeless planet. Still more desolate 
was the scene upon the Carso to the 
right (south) of Gorizia. Both San Mar- 
tino and Doberdo are destroyed beyond 
the limits of ruination. The Carso itself 
is a waterless upland with but a few 
bushy 8; it must always have been a 
desolate region, but now it is an inde- 
scribable wilderness of shell craters, 
smashed-up Austrian trenches, splin- 
tered timber, old iron, rags and that 
rusty, thorny vileness of man’s inven- 
, tion, worse than all the thorns and 
, thickets of nature—barbed wire. There 
, are no dead visible; the wounded have 
been cleared away; but about the 
trenches and particularly near some of 
the dugouts there was a faint, repulsive 
smell, 

Yet into this wildness the Italians 
are now thrusting a sort of order. The 
German is a wonderful worker; they say 
that he 
makes trenches by way of resting, but 
I doubt if he can touch the Italian at 
certain forms of tojl. Ail the way up 
to San Martino and beyond, swarms of 
workmen were making one of those 
carefully graded roads that the Italians 
make better than amy other people. 
Other swarms were laying water pipes.

Tells of Her Work During Re- 
cent Votes for Women Cam- 
paign in lowa. 

By MARGUERITE MARTYN. 
“Tt is good to find a cause conceded to 
be wholly harmless, without any upset- 
ting effect, such as is the Women's 
Auxiliary, to which women can devote 


themselves.” 

This remark of Miss Alice French [ 
quote as an impression in epitome of the 
writer who is better known by her pen 
name, Octave Thanet. 

Upon all occasions I should not find 
such anti--adical, unrevolutionary views 
suited to my moed. 

But after a day’s strenuous and un- 
successful eftort to catch up with and 
engage for a moment the uninterrupt- 
ed attention of sume of the hundreds of 
interesting women attending the Epis- 
copal triennial convention—to find any- 
body home between servi::es, meetings, 
social functions—and after a surplus of 
oratory and soul-wearing eloquence in 
debates pro and con, it was nice ani 
“comfy’’ to sink Into a chair tn the liv- 
ing room of her suite at the Planters 
and hear it placidliy stated that few 
things need changing and upsetting in 
the world after all. 

"I think when all these zealous gen- 
tlemen have had a chance to unburden 
their minds of the opinions with which 
they are” overflowing there will, after 
all, be few if any changes In the church 
canons,’’ was another remark, 


iden of Omitting Word “Obey.” 

“The idea of omitting the word ‘obey’ 
from te rarriage service! It is ridio- 
uldus to bother about It. Whichever will 
is the stronger prevails—always has, 
always will—be it the huband's or the 
wife, however it is written In the book.” 

“TIT understand you are stronsly anti- 
suffrage,’ 1 queried to her, and she re- 
sponded: 

“Not strongly so. I am not insensible 
to right on both sides of the question. 
When in Iowa it became necessary to 
assert an opinion in opposition to a 
change which threatened simply because 
of indifference to the subject. Then I! 
helped to organ'tze an anti-suffrage as- 
sociation, and in our county we very 
effectively outnumbered the suffragists 
three to one. 

“But now that the campaign is over, 
suffragists and antis are as friendly as 
ever, and we work side by side for any 
public cause as we could not do if we 
were divided on partisan lines. 

“Any sort of organization among wom- 
en is good because it teaches them to 
work together in comradeship—some- 
thing they have not. heretofore learned. ’ 

Queries brought out some of her ob- 
jections to the suffrage as follows: 

“If it were efficiency in Government 
that is desired there need be no distinc- 
tion on account of sex. The distinction 
ought to be made on the basis of tax 
paying. It is the taxpayer who bears 
the burden. There might with justice 
be this distinction, the small taxpayer 
having as much voice as the large tax- 
payer 

“The ballot is nothing except a po- 
litical device for getting at pubiic opin- 
fon and public sentiment would be far 
better expressed without the. conflict- 
ing element of partisan politics.”’ 

The several stock arguments of the 
antis that women are too emotional, of 
too indifferent, too personal, too parti- 
san, were ex pounded, too. 

Only Right Is Might. 


“After all,’’ was her sweeping conclu- 
sion, “there is only one right and that 
is the right of the stronges’ either men- 
tal, moral or physical. It is bound to 
prevall. Let woman become strong :n 
her own peculiar ephere and man be- 
come stronger in his. The evolutionary 
trend is to try to make women and men 
as different as possiblie.”’ 


Miss French’s views may sound an-, 


noyingly complacent to some who are 
striving so earnestly to change things, 
but in her personality she carries con- 
viction to a degree. 

She has lived yulte a number of years, 
1 jndge by her white hair, yet her fave 
in amazingiy unlined, her eyes Urilliaat, 
ter puise perfect. 

Around ber ere gathered the evidence 

of comp ence, comfort, luxury. A 
homelike transformation had been 
wrought tn the tiwtel rvom.

“I thing tf I am able to see both 
sides of these many questions it is due 
to the fact that I had several brotiera,”’ 
she replied.

REVIEWS HUERTA AFFAIR 


Declares Present Prosperity Is 
Due to European Conflict— 
Predicts ‘“Awakening.” 


LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 14—Charles E. 
Hughes today characterized as ‘‘prepos- 
terous” the declaration that a vote for 
hirh means a vote for war. 

“I am a man of peace,”’ Hughes said. 
“Who wants war? I don’t want war.” 

Correct politics, Hughes said, would 
keep America out of war. 

“The sort of thing we have been hav- 


ing will nat keep us out of war,” he 
“It will embroil us in difficul- 


In the six addresses which marked 
the opening day of his campaign in Ne- 
braska the Republican nominee  dis- 
cussed nearly all the issues of the cam- 
paign. He characterized as ‘‘temporary 
and abnormal’ the present prosperity 
of the country, and urged support ‘of 
the Republican party so that a pro- 
tective tariff might be enacted td fortify 
American enterprises, after the war, 
arainst unequal competition. 

The country is living, he said, on “the 
stimulant’ of the European war and 
will not long have the stimulant. 

“You might as well talk to a drunken 
man of the bliss of intoxication,” 
Hughes said. “Our opponents, instead 
of making political capital out of the 
present prosperity, which came up 
through the European war, ought to be 
thinking of what they did to the coun- 
try with their policy, put in force 
through the Underwood bill. There may 
be those who enjoy the contemplation 
of that sort of thing, but they will have 
a very rude awakening.”’ 

Calls Adamson Law “Gold Brick.’’ 

The nominee assailed the Adamson law 
as a “gold brick’’ handed to labor. This 
declaration was made before an audience 
of railroad employes, who crowded 
around his car at Wymore, an unsched- 
uled stop, where the train changed en- 
gines. 

At Falls City, Beatrice, Fairbury, 
Fairmount, York and here _ tonight 
Hughes addressed audiences which 
frequently interrupted him to ap- 
‘plaud. In his speech here the 
nominee went into 411 on his views 
with respect to the international 
considerations of peace. As at Fair- 
vury he replied to the charge that 
a vote for him means a vote for 
War. 

“Tl have heard it said since I came 
into Nebraska,” Hughes said, “that 
someone has been going through the 
State saying that a vote for me 
meant a vote for war. Did you ever 
hear @ more preposterous proposition 
to present to men? I am a man of 
peace. I have been speiiding my life 
in maintaining the institutions of 
peace. | desire in that way to pro- 
mote internation 1 peace. Who can 
think without horror of the ravages 
ot war? Who can desire war? I do 
not desire war. I do not desire petty 
wars. I do not desire war itn Mexico 
to satisfy a personal vindictiveness 
against a disliked ruler. I don’t like 
that kind of war. 

“IT helieve in correct policies. They 
will keep us out of war. The sort 
of thing we have been having will 
not keep us out of war. it will em- 
broil us in difficulty. It did embroil 
us in difficulty tn Mexico. 

Ve wish well to all people: we 
desire to have prosperity throughout 
tne world, but we have a particular 
care here. Unless we take care of 
our own we shall never serve human- 
ity. Unless we develop the great op- 
portunities of the United States we 
will serve no one whatever. I am for 
America first and America efficient. 

“Our friends on the other side seem 
to think that everybody who dis- 
agrees with them wants war. Well, 
that would be a very cheerful way 
for a blind man to consider the sit- 
uation. 

“Our friends on the other side cer- 
tainly have not got a monopoly on 
peace. Let us look a little at the rec- 
ord. They tell us they are so strongly 
for the preservation of peace that if 
any one criticises what they have done 
he'must be a militarist. 

Says Administration Meddled. 

‘T maintain that the most important 
'thing for the purpose of safeguarding 
the peace of the land !s correct policies. 
That is important in this hemisphere: 
that is particularly Important tn Latin 
America. That was very important in 
Mexico. Instead of having a policy of 
peace based upon a correct attitude 
with regard to that unfortunate. coun- 
try, our administration, this present ad- 
ministration, éntered fnto a policy of 
officious intermeddling with matters 
which did not concern It, and embroiled 
thie country in actual war. That is 
the real fact of the case.” 

Hughes reviewed the administration’s 
policy with respect to Huerta.

Witness Says Child Returned 
Home After Receiving 
Candy From Turk. 


The police investigation into the mur- 
der of 8-year-old Alphonse Magarian, 
whose headless body, tied up in an old 
gunnysdck and with hands and feet 
bound with cord, was found Friday 
morning on the East St. Louis city 
dump, up to late last night had brought 
out the following developments, upon 
which Chief of Detectives Stocker said 


he would continue to hold two prison- 
ers who were questioned closely fo- 
four hours last night. 

A witness whose name Chief Stocker 
refused to divulge identified Jim Ali, a 
Turk, of 1400 Walnut street, East St. 
Louis, the latest man to be arrested, 
as one of two men he saw talking to 
the Magarian boy the afternoon he dis- 
appeared, in an alley near the home of 
the boy’s father, A. D. Magarian, a 
wealthy Armenian baker. This witness 
said Ali gave the boy a bag of candy 
and then carried him from Sixteenth 
street almost to Fourteenth street. «le 
saw All put the child down and the 
latter returned home. 

Sacks Found in Room, 

It has been established that Mrs. Ma- 
garian changed the boy’s clothing after 
this incident and that the lad disap- 
peared shortly afterward. 

The same witness said Zacker Bogo- 
sian, proprietor of a pool room, who wis 
the first man arrested in the case, re- 
sembled the other af the two men who 
met the boy, but he was not positive in 
this identification. Bogosian and Ali are 
known to be very close friends. 

Three gunny sacks, found in Ali's 
room were similar to the one in which 
the boy’s body was found. 

A chemical test of stains on a dagger 
and on a piece of rope found in the 
room of Ali convinced the authorities 
that they were blood. 

A close comparison of a piece of cord 
found in a yard near the poolroom of 
Bogosian convinced Chief Stocker that 
it was the ’same kind of cord as that 
found on the body of the boy. 

The cord fougd in Ali's room was of 
the same kind, but appeared newer. All 
these pieces were sisal, little smaller 
than the size ordinarily used for clothes 
lines, 

The holding of Ali in connection with 
the Magarian case was incidental to the 
arrest yesterday afternoon of 14 Turks 
on complaint of City Clerk Walsh that 
they were operating restaurants with- 
out licenses. Ali was one of these, and 
at the police station a man pointed him 
out as the person he had seen carrying 
a gunnysack on Tenth street, near 
Broadway, one day last week. 

The police then searched Ali’s room 
and found under the mattress a stained 
dagger and'a piece of cord. 

Upon further investigation it was 
learned that last Tuesday Ali took a pair 
of trousers to a cleaning establishment 
at 1336 Broadway to have some spots 
taxen out. An employe of the place told 
the police the same trousers were 
cleaned the week before. Ali last night 
said these stains were from grapes. 

Says Ali Was Unfriendly. 

Magarian told reporters that Ali had 
been unfriendly toward him since an- 
other Turk had Ali arrested several 
months ago. Ali blamed Margarian fer 
the arrest, the latter said. 

Bogosian maintains in his answers to 
the police questioning his former declar- 
ations of ignorance of the crime.

Officials Believe That U-53 Is

U. S. BASE DISCREDITED 


Berlin as Well as Washington 
Scout Report of American 
Supply Point.. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Govern- 
ment officials believe that the Ger- 


man submarine U-53 is now on her 


way back to Germany and that an- 
other is on the way to the American 
coast. The nature and source of in- 
formation upon which their belief is 
founded has not been disclosed. Offi- 
cials also discredit reports of secret 
base on the’ American coast. Every 
report of one traced down so far has 
been without a shadow of foundation 
in fact. 

The British steamer Stephano, sunk 
by the U-53 off the New England coast 
Sunday, was fired on without warning, 
her commander, Capt. Smith, reported 
in an affidavit réceived today by the 
State Department. Capt. Smith declared 
three solid shots were used, the first of 
which hit the Stephano’s bow. No evi- 
dence corroborating his statemen: has 
been received by the department, and 
action probably will not be taken until 
the U-53 has had time to reach home. 


No Submarine Base in U. 5S. Says 
Berlin Authority. 

BERLIN, Oct. 14 (by wireless to 
Sayville).—In answer to the report 
sent out by the British wireless that 
the German submarine U-53 “tor- 
pedoed in some cases and sank ships,” 
a competent German authority, says 
the Overseas News Agency, makes 
the following statement: 

“The commercial war near the 
coast of the United States is being 
carried on according to rules and th. 
German promise, which means that 
a merchantman can be stopped 
and that after the vessel has been 
searched and the crew and passen- 
gers are in safety the vessel can be 
sunk under certain conditions. 

“These conditions are. for instance, 
when a hostile steamer or a neutral 
steamer carrying contraband of war 
are involved, or when the military 
situation makes it impossible to bring 
a steamer which has been captured 
into port as a prize. 

“In no case, however, can it be con- 
strued to mean that a merchantman 
may be sunk by a torpedo wnew 
previous warning. 

“According to further reports from 
Washington the American authorities 
are said to be afraid that very com- 
plicated questions of neutrality may 
arise“if the German submarines oOp- 
erate so near the American coast and 
that such submarine action is equiv- 
alent to a blockade. 

“To this it is stated that the German 
sea forces are entitled to carry on &@ 
cruiser warfare anywhere in the open 
sea. Territoria] waters of neutral states 
are carefully respected. A blockade, of 
course, is out of the question. Only 
hostile ships as prizes or such neutra’ 
vessels that carry contraband are 
stopped. 

“A blockade means the capture of 41! 
ships steering towards or leaving 4 
blockaded coast without regard to flag 
or cargo. 

“The question asked by one American 
journal as to whether it is necessary 
that our coast be made a base for a 
German submarine must be Considered 
superfluous, since the U-53, on touching 
at Newport did not even use her right 
to take on fuel and food to which, as a 
man of war he was entitled. 

“No sensible American citizen will be- 
lieve that .a secret depot for supplying 
German submarines could be _ estab- 
lished on the American coast. 

“Curiously opposed to these many 
complaints is the fact that since the 
beginning of the war British cruisers 
heve been watching American ports and 
have even approached the cogst of New 
York so closely that they could be seen 
from the roofs of tall buildings with the 
naked eye.”’

DEFEAT PROPOSED 
CANON ON DIVORCE 


Change Would Have Forbidden 
Marriage of Either Person 
While Other Was Alive. 


OLD CONDITION STANDS 


Brooklyn Pastor Opposes Plan 
With Impassioned Speech in 
Behalf of Poor Parishioners. 


—_ 


Laymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in the House of Deputies of the 
Episcopal general convention at Moolah 
Temple yesterday, voted down the pro- 
posed canon, or church law, forbidding 
ministers to solemnize marriage for any 
diyorced person whose former husband 
or wife is still living. 

The defeat of the proposal followed an 


impassioned speech against it by the 
Rev. John Howard Mellish of Brooklyn, 
who declared himself a Socialist and 
who discussed the subject of divorce 
and remarriage from the standpoint of 
the poor and the tempted. 

Turning to the New York delegation, 
which had been shown in the previous 
discussion to be strongly in favor of the 
proposal, the Rev. Mr. Mellish said: 

‘T should vote with you gentlemen 
from New York if this were merely a 
question of legislating for the rich. But 
I wish to speak from the point of view 
of the poor man and the poor woman. 
To illustrate my meaning, I will tell a 
story. Some years ago, in the mountain 
d‘stricts, there was a p or woman whose 
husband, after treating her cruelly, de- 
serted her, leaving her four children to 
support. Afterwards another man took 
her and the children under his protec- 
tion, and made a good living for them. 

Bishop Furnished Divorce Fee. 

“Some time later the woman was con- 
verted, and took her dilemma to a Bish- 
op of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
now dead. After he had heard her story, 
he himself gave her $10 to get a divorce 
from -her husband, and when this had 
been done, he himself performed the 
ceremony which married her to the other 
man.” 

Then he paused. The audience for 
the first time during the debate was 
giving its undivided attention to the 
speaker. 

“I ask you gentlemen,” the speaker 
cried, “what would you have done 
under the circumstances?” 

There was a great burst of ap- 
plause. 

“Surely,” the speaker added, “that 
is what should have been done.” 

The speaker said there were many in- 
stances of women with children aban- 
doned by their husbands who would be 
driven to extremities for a _ livelihood 
unless they could remarry. “It would 
be well,” he added sarcastically, “for us 
to draw our robes about us and shift 
the responsibility to clergymen of other 
denominations. But such action,” he 
continued earnestly, ‘“‘would conflict 
with the fundamental tenets of Chris- 
tianity.”’ 

The House of Deputies, the lower 
house of the convention, with 610 
members, is equally divided in its 
membership between clergymen and 
laymen. Four clergymen and four 
laymen represent each diocese, and 
each of these groups of four constl- 
tutes a voting unit. Under the rules 
governing the convention, any pro- 
posal, to pass the House of Deputies, 
must have the support of a majority 
of the lay groups and a majority of 
the clerical groups. No proposal 
which is not approved by both clergy 
and laity can be sent to the House of 
Bishops, the upper house of the con- 
vention. 

Vote on Divorce Proposal. 

The vote on the divorce proposal 
was: Clerical groups, 40% for and 
24% against; lay groups, 29 for and 

2% against. The fractional votes 

re those of missionary districts, 
each of which is entitled to one- 
fourth of a_ vote. Eight clerical 
groups and six lay groups, each of 
which was equally divided, were not 
counted. As theevote within each of 
the groups of four was not an- 
nounced, and as it might be either 
three to one or four to none, an ex- 
act figure, showing the number of 
individual votes cast each way, can- 
not be given. 

The proposed canon was prepared 
and recommended by a joint com- 
mission of Bishops, clergymen and 
laymen appointed by the general 
convention of 1913, held in New York. 
Recause of its defeat, the present 
canon ‘on the subject of divorce and 
remarriage, enacted 12 years ago, 
will continue in force for at least 
three years more. 

This canon provides that a min- 
ister may perform the marriage cere- 
mony for a person who was the in- 
nocent party in a divorce suit, after 
the facts in the case have been pre- 
sented to the Bishop of the dlocese.

BERLIN, Oct. 14—By wireless to Bay- 
ville.—British and French divisions with 
@ total of more than 1,000,000 men have 
been virtually annihilated in the Somme 
battle, says the military critic of the 
Overseas News Agency. 

According to figures given by the 
news agéncy, the Russian losses from 
June 1 to Oct. 2 were about 1,000, 000 
men. 
The news agency's military 
writes: 

“The heavy sacrifices made by the 
Pritish and French for the recapture of 
each square yard on the Somme is 
proved by the fact that in three and 
one-half months about 90 fresh divisions 
were virtually annihilated, so that it was 
necessary to withdraw them forever. 
(Ninety divisions represents a total of

considerably more than 1,000,000 men. 
There are about 12,000 men in a French 
division, and 19900 in a British di- 
vision.)

If their leaders are so stiff 
to see that Americans get their rights 
everywhere. why do thes @ 1en vote 
that Americans shall get ineir rights 
nowhere, 

One of the most regrettable inci- 
dents of American history is that 
there should have been found men in 
the Congress of the United States 
willing to vote in that sense. 

“But it is another story in the 
Senate of the United States. There 
@ serene confidence obtains in the 
private conferences of the Senate. 
I have never been admitted to their 
privacy, but I have seen their per- 
formance, and the most reactionary 
men in America have absolutely con- 
trolled the action of the minority in 
the United States Senate, except for 
a few examples of independence by 
distinguished individuals who did not 
care to be mastered and owned by 
anybody. But their number was 80 
gmall as to be negligible. 

“Much Simpler to Get Orders.” 

“It made the whole thing very 
much simpler, I admit, because you 
never had to speculate how the Re- 
publicans were going to vote in the 
United States Senate. You knew 
that beforehand by calculations ¢s- 
tablished through a whole genera- 
tion—men who could not see the 
light of a new age, who did not de- 
sire to see it, who wished the old 
methods to be resumed; not the > 
methods of Abraham Lincoln, who 
listened to the voice of the people, 
but the methods of Mark Hanna, 
who listened to the voice of the 
interests. They have been uneasy 
and a little unshepherded ever since 
Mark na and Senator Aldrich 
passed from the stage. It was so 
much easier to be told what to do. 
It was so much simpler to get or- 
ders. 

“Now, these gentlemen are in ob- 
vious and undisputed control of the 
organization of the Republican party. 
It is they who are counselling their 
leaders to say as little as possibile 
and to say it in as confused a way 
as possible, so that nobody may know 
how to calculate their orbit from day 
to day. The only thing that they are 
revealing is that they do not want 
anything said, and after the election 
is over, if they should win posses- 
sion of the Government they do not 
mean to say anything. For obvious 
reasons, it is contrary to the Consti- 
tution of the United States to make 
a man testify against himeelf. 

‘So that it all comes down, my fel- 
low citizens, to a very simple prop- 
osition. Are you going to leave your 
Government under the control of 
people who do know and who will 
tell you what they are going to door 
are you going to put it in the hands 
of men who will not tell you what * 
they are going to do and will serve 
their private interests? The choice 
is bigger than that; I understand 
from the leaders of the Republican 
party that nothing has been done 
right. They do not say that the thing 
that was done was alWays wrong, 
but the way in which it was done 
was always wrong. They do not ven- 
ture to say, that ie to say, the pri- 
vate counsel does not venture to say, 
that we wanted anything but peace, 
but they would have preferred some 
other way, not disclosed, of obtain- 
ing peace. The vocal Part says ‘We 
wanted war.’ The silent part intimates 
that we wanted peace, but wanted 
another kind of peace. They never 
can get over that fundamental un- 
easiness, gentlemen, that America 
is in charge of somebody else than 
themselves. 

Invisible 

“But America “Enews that the 

things that were done did obtain 


of the develonment of business along 
the lines which ft has how estab. 
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condemn the thing that you are do- 
ing yourself. And just because the 
people of the great State of New 
York saw through that thin mask 
they defeated a tolerably good new 
Constitution by a majority that had 
never before been heard of in 
that State. (If you want to know 
how New York is going this time 
look up the records of what it did 
to the Constitution). And it did it 
to the Constitution not upon a care- 
ful examination of what the Con- 
stitution contained, but upon the 
universal repute of those who had 
proposed the Constitution. Even if 
they had not been able to discover 
the dangerous things in it, they 
would have known that it was full 
of dangerous things. 

“That is the temper of the people 
of the United States not to ex- 
change a handsome certainty for an 
unhandsome uncertainty. See how 
big the time is with possibility: At 
this present moment—I want to re- 
peat this, because perhaps the coun- 
try has not realized it enough—at 
this present moment it is almost im- 
possible to do anything positive in 
the field of foreign affairs, because 
foreign nations have been led to sup- 
pose that there may be a change in 
our foreign affairs. Foreign nations 
have been led to believe that a dom- 
inant element in the Republican party 
is in favor of drawing the United 
States into the European war. and 
they have been told with abundant 
evidence that it is probable that if 
the Republicans succeed, we shall en- 
ter upon a policy of exploitation of 
our néighbors in Mexico. That is the 
whole moral of every criticism that 
I read, and until the people of the 
United States have spoken it is ex- 
tremely difficult to come to any 
definite conclusion about anything 
that touches our relations either to 
Europe or to Mexico. I myself do 
not doubt the result, but there are 
some who affect to doubt it. 


“I want you to realize the part that 
the United States must play. It has 
been said, my fellow-citizens, been 
said with cruel emphasis in some 
quarters, that the people of the United 
States do not want to fight about 
enything. That ir profoundly false. 
But the people of the United States 
want to be sure what they are fight- 
ing about, znd they want to be sure 
that they are fighting for the things 
that will brir~ to the world justice 
and peace. 

What America Will Fight For, 

“Define the elements: let us know 
that we are not fighting for the prev- 
alence of this nation over that; for 
the ambitions of this group of na- 
tions as compared with the ambitions 
of that group of ‘nations; let us once 
be convinced that we are called into 
& great combination to fight for the 
righte of mankind and America will 
unite her force and spill her blood 
for the great things which she has 
always believed in and followed. 


“America ts always ready to fight 
for things that are American. She 
does not permit hefséelf to be em- 
broiled, but she does know what it 
would be to be challenged. And when 
once she ts challenged, there is not 
a man in the United States, I ven- 
ture to say, 80 mean, 80 forgetful 
of the great heritage of this nation, 
that he would not give everything he 
possessed, including life itself, fo 
stand by the honor of this nation. 
What Burope is beginning to realize 
la that we are saving ourselves for 
romething greater that is to come. 
We are saving ourselves in order that 
we tmay unite in that final league 
of nations In which it shall be un- 
derstood that there is no neutrality 
where any nation ie doing wrong, in 
that final league of nations which 
must, in the providence of God, come 
into the world where nations shall 
be leagued together with nations in 
order to show all mankind that no 
man may lead any nation tnto acts 
of aggression without having all the 
othér nations of the world leagued 
against it.”’

Head of Provisional Greek Gov- 
ernment Says No Overtures 
Will Be Made. 


LONDON, Oct. 14—Former Premier 
Venizelos of Greece, who is at the head 
of the provisional Government set up in 
opposition to the policy of King Con- 
stantine in regard to the war, is quoted 
by Reuter’s Salontki correspondent to 
the effect that no overtures have been 
made to the King beyond an appeal to 
him to abandon the path in. which he 
has persisted. 

“Nor does the provisional Government 
contemplate any further steps in that 
direction,” the former Premier added. 
“I have no hopes that the King will 
change his conduct of affairs. 

“His Majesty had a splendid oppor- 
tunity to repudiate his engagements with 
Germany when the Germans allowed the 
Bulgarians to violate their solemn un 
dertaking that they would not enter 
Seres, Kavala or Drama, but that op- 
portunity was allewed to escape, be- 
cause, forsooth, Constantine was con- 
vinced German legions eventually would 
come to his assistance and reseue him 
from the hands of the entente Pow-

Venizelos is quoted as saying further 
that he counts’ on the sympathy and 
support of liberal countries, especially 
England and France, in the struggle be- 
tween constitutional liberties and a re- 
turn to a feudal system, “which is 
what the present f[ssue in Greece 
amounts to.”’ 


Athens Explains Munition Shipments 
to Thessaly. 


ATHENS, Friday, Oct. 13.—Greek 
army officers say that the shipment 
of war munitions to Thessaly, the 
stoppage of which was demanded in 
the note presented to the Greek Gov- 
ernment yesterday by Admiral du 
Fournet, commander of the Anglo- 
French fleet, was merely for the 
purpose of supplying the soldiers of 
the Fourth Army Corps who were 
not taken to Germany at the time 
of the Bulgartan occupation of Ka- 
vala. The equipment of these soldiers, 
who were taken to Larissa, fell into 
the hands of the Bulgarians.

NEW YORK HERALD 


Figures Show That the President 


Is Developing Great Strength 
in Illinois. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—The New York 
Herald’s straw vote canvass printed 
this morning up-to-date shows that the 


President is gaining slightly. 

In the total of 107,408 votes taken to 
date Charles E. Hughes has a plurality 
over the President of 4926. 

The changes during the last week 
were less marked than during the previ- 


ous week. From all that can be gleaned 
at this time the Republicans are at a 
standstill and President Wilson is going 
ahead slowly. Nowhere is there a sug- 
gestion of a landslide or anything ap- 
proaching it. The States of New York, 
Illinois, Ohio and Indiana will beyond al! 
question decide the election, says the 
Herald. Any one of them may. 

The straw votes and the inquirtes 
made by correspondents indicate that 
Hughes has the better of the situation 
in New York, Illinois and Indiana, and 


mentioned are in doubt. Illinois, which 
was presumed by the Republicans to be 
overwhelmingly Republican, and con- 
ceded by the Democrats to be very like- 
ly to go strongly for Hurhes and Fair- 
banks, has begun to waver. 

~The women, so far as the straw vote 
discloses, favor the President because 
of his peace program. The male ele- 
men of the electorate is in a large ma- 
jority for the Republican ticket, but the 
attitude of the women voters, of whom 
there are a half million, inject a dis- 
tinct note of uncertainty in the situa- 
tion there. 

New York perhaps enjoys the spot- 
light more than any other State. Con- 
ditions there remain about the same as 
lest week. The President, from prea- 
ent straw vote indications, will have 
small plurality—small by comparison— 
in-New York City, and Mr. Hughes wiil 
have a small—also by comparison—plu- 
rality up-State. Calculations made from 
the 18,068 straw votes taken throughout 
the State indicate that Hughes will 
have 4 electoral votes of this perhaps 
vital commonwealth, says the Herald.

rwhar. Gompers has recently established 
himself as the ‘especial champion of 
Mr. Wilson and claims joint credit with 
Mr. Wilson for their joint conduct of 
our foreign affaira so far as Mexico 
is concerned. He asks labor to support 
Mr. Wilson specifically on the ground 
of Mr. Wilson’s attitude in Mexico, 
which, he states? he has helped to se- 
cure. He says, for example, that he 
was largely instrumental in securing 
the recognition of Carranza in Mexico, 
because of Carranza’s sympathy with 
the labor movement there. For the de- 
tails of what I speak, I refer you to 
Senator Fall’s recent speeches, where 
the exact quétations are given. Mr. 
Gompers states that when all other 
agencies failed in the effort to secure 
the recognition of Carranza by Presi- 
cent Wilson, Gompers intervened on 
Sept. 22, 1915, and Mr. Wilson's recogni- 
tion of Carranza immediately followed, 

‘Mr. Gompers continues by saying 
that Carranza was recognized as the 
friend of the working people in Mex- 
ico.

O’Brien Says.

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.— William J. 
O’Brien, Police Captain, suspended on 
charges of neglect of duty, testified to- 
Gay that he had been powerless to con- 
trol vicious resorts in his districts be- 
cause of interferences from higher offi- 
cials. His testimony was given before 
Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal 
Court on State’s Attorney Hoyne’s ap- 
plication for warrants for the arrest, on 
charges 9f malfeasance and conspiracy, 
of Chief Healy and his secretary, Wil- 

liam Luthardt. 

State Senator George F. Harding and 
Oscar de Priest, negro Alderman of the 
Second Warg, were mentioned, as well 
as Healy and Luthardt, by the witness 
as exercising a restraining hand over 
the Police Captain, in whose district 
had recently sprung up several all-night 
cafes, in which whites and blacks met 
and dgnced and drank together. 

O’Brien said he had refused to rec- 
ommend licenses, but that they had been 
issued in spite of him, and that when 
he wanted to raid the places Luthardt 
had said: ‘No, you better not do that. 
We can do something else.” 

“If the names of the persons who 
participated in some of these dances 
between whites and biacks became 


known thére would be considerable | 


scandal,” read a report to Capt 
O’Brien from the patrolman on the 
beat and seized in a raid by Hoyne on 
Healy’s office. O’Brien gave this as 
a reason for seeking to close tha 
places by police order, rather than 
raids. 

Mayor Thompson has been sum- 
moned as a witness and is expected 
to appear Monday. 

Tonight the city hall is under spe- 
cial guard to prevent further raids 
and seizures by Hoyne. “There will 
be no more raids without warrant of 
law,” said Chief Healy. “TI have 
ordered a policeman to patrol every 
corridor and will keep them there 
until the whole controversy is over.” 

Mayor Thompson would make no 
comment on the revelations by Capt.

WASHINGTON, Oct

mails, made public tonight by the 
State Department, the allied Govern- 
ments reiterate their right to in- 
tercept and search all genuine mall 
found on neutral vessels on the high 
seas or in allied ports, but they prom- 
iss to remedy “any faults, aburas or 


serious mistakes” in censorship that 
may be brought to their attention. 
They declare unjustified by facts the 
Americans charge that illegal juris- 
diction has been gained by diversion 
of neutral ships from the high seas 
into the territorial waters of the al- 
lies. The next nove of the American 


It is maintained by the allies in 
their latest note that they are “sin- 
cerely endeavoring to avoid any en- 
croachment of the legitimate exer- 
cise of the rights of inoffensive neu- 
tral commerce.” Delays and annoy- 
ances are unavoidable, it is pointed 
out, in the exercise of full beligger- 
ent rights by the allied authorities 
and a long list of precedents are 
cited to support the validity of the 
allied censorship methods. It is sug- 
gested that The Hague convention 
quoted {In the American memorandum 
is not binding because it has not been 
ratified by several belligerent Pow- 
ers, though the allied policy has been 
guided by the intentions it expresses. 


Convention Does Not Apply. 

The note argues that the United 
States and the allies agree that the 
postal union convention does not ap- 
Ply and that postal packages may 
b® examined to see if they contain 
contraband. That being so, the note 
contends it Is necessary to open pos- 
tal bags and examination cannot 
Rake place at sea without delay and 
inconvenience. Arrangements now 
have been made to carry on the ex- 
amination with the least possible de- 
lay and to forward innocent articles 
to their destinations. Although the 
taague convention of 1907 has not 


-been accepted by dome of the bellig- 
_ erents, the note, says the allies are 
‘prepared to accept the ‘principle in 


the preamble as to “guarantees due 
to peaceful commerce and legitimate 
business,” but cannot abandon their 
right .to ‘prevent the fraudulent use 
by the enemy of neutral mails for 
bell rent purposes. The case of 
the Atlanta is cited+to show informa- 
tion can be as useful a. means of 
var as ammunition, and the note 
says information as to military op- 
erations and enemy plots in neutral 
countries, especially the United 
States, has been discovered in this 
way. 

An examination of precedents is held 
to show that the great Powers have 
c’aimed the right to intercept enemy 
correspondence in neutral mails. The 
allied argument follows the line of Pres- 
ident Lincoln's proclamation of May 12. 
1862, which declared things and infor- 
mation as equally contraband of war, 
and cites the fact that intercepted 
enemy correspondence was used in the 
United States courts during the Civil 
War and laid before Congress. The con- 
tention of the United States, the note 
argues, that money order lists should 
be classed as genuine mail and not as 
merchandise, does not take into con- 
sideration that such lists sent from the 
United States to Germany and Austria 
by mail correspond to money deposited 
in thie country and serve as a notifica- 
tien to postal authorities of the Teu- 
tonic powers to pay out the amounts iIn- 
dicated, increasing the financtal resist- 
ance of the allies’ enemies. In view of 
this, money order lists are refused pas- 
sage.

“It is evident that this examination, 
which necessarily entails the opening 
of the covers in order to ascertain their 
contents, could not be carried out on 


‘board without involving a great deal of 


confusion, without causing serious de- 
lay to the mails, passengers and cargo, 
and without great risk of error, loss or 
non-delivery. It was for the reasons 
that the allies have initiated the re- 
moval of the mail bags and their dis- 
patch to points provided with the staff 
and materia! requisite for prompt and 
regular mailing. 

In all this the allled Governments have 
no other purpose but that of diminish- 
ing by all means in*their power the in- 
convenience that the legitimate exer- 
cise of their belligerent rights in re- 
gard to enemy mail might cause to in- 
effensive neutral correspondence and to 
neutral vessels.” ; 

After asserting that the United States 
and the allies are in agreement on prin- 
ciples, but differ as to their applica- 
tion, the note, in reply to Secretary 
Lansing’s declaration that the aliies 
“compel neutral ships without just 
cause to enter their own ports, thus ac- 
quiring by force or unjustifiable means 
an illegal jurisdiction,”’ says: 

“The allied Governments have never 
differentiated between their treatment 
of mails on board a neutral vessel on 
the high seas and those on board a neu- 
tral vessel compulsorily diverted to an 
allied port... They have always recog- 
nized that visit carried out in a port 
to which a vessel has been compulsorily 
d'verted mustein this respect be assimi- 
lated to visit on the high seas, and the 
criticism put forward by the United 
States Government does not, therefore, 
eppear to them to be justified.”’ 

Defending the practice of exercising 
jurisdiction and the right of search over 
a merchant vessel calling of its own 
accord at an allied port, the note says: 

“When a neutral merchant vessel en- 
ters an allied rt it is legitimate for 
the authorities of the allied Govern- 
ments, before giving her clearance, to 
setisfy themselves that the vessel is 
carrying nothing hostile to the intepests 
of their national defense. It must be 
avtded that the German custom of abus- 
ing neutral mails and of forwarding en- 
emy correspondence, even official corre- 
spondence bearing upon hostilities un- 
der apparently inoffensive covers, sent 
from one neutral to another has ren- 
dered necessary the supervision of mails 
in transit to om from countries adjacent 
to Germany, exactly as in the case of 
mails in transit to or from Germany it- 
self. But it need hardly be said that in 
the case of correspondence between neu- 
trals, which it not used as a cloak for 
such abuses, there are no grounds for 
apprehension.” 

“Dangerous Plots Foiled. 

Contending that the practice followed 
by the Powers in former wars estab- 
lishes the general rule of the right to 
examine mails outside of territorial wa- 
ters, the note amplifies that argument 
in the following terms: 

“On the high seas, according to 
international law, it is for the bel- 
ligerents to search for and to pre- 
vent operations of transport or other 
services by which neutral vessels can 
give co-operation and assistance to 
the hostile operations of the enemy. 
A few lines of a letter conveyed to 
the enemy may be as usful or more 
useful to his war-like operations than 
a cargo of arms and ammunition. 
Experience in the course of the pres- 
ent war has, in fact, demonstrated 
the treth of this observation. Hostile 
acts have failed which had been 
planned through the mails. Danger- 
ous plots, which the enemy does not 
even spare neutral cougtries, have 
been detected in. the mails and foiled. 

The note conclides: 

“The American memorandum lays 
great stress on the view that the 
rights of neutrals and of belliger- 
ents are equally sacred and must be 
strictly observed. The allied Gov- 
ernments for their part entirely 
share this view. They are sincerely 
endeayoring to avoid any encroach- 
ment on the lecitimate exercise of 
the rights of inoffensive neutral com- 
merce through the exercise of their 
own belligerent rights. But they con- 
sider that they are within their bed- 
ligerent rights in exercising on the 
high seas the control recognized by 
international law as accorded to 
them tn order to prevent all trans- 
port destined to furhish assistance to 
their enemy in the conduct of the 
war and to maintain his resistance. 

“The rights of the United States, 
as a neutral Power, cannot, in their 
opinion, include that of protection 
given by the Federal Government to 
dispatches, parcels, correspondence 
or communication of whatever nature 
they may be, which have a hostile 
character, manifest or disguised, and 
a hostile destination, direct or indi- 
rect. Such conmimunication can only 
be carried on by ;private American 
citizens at their proper risk ‘and 
peril. This is the very principle 
which has been expressly cited by 
the President of the United States in 
his proclamation of neutrality. 

“Finally, if any faults, &buses or 
serious mistakes, alleged: to have 
been committed by the allied authori- 
ties responsible for the examination 
of mails, are brought to the atten- 
tion of the Government of France or 
Great Britain, the latter will be pre- 
pared, as they have always been, to 
determine the responsibility and to 
take the requisite measures in con- 
formity with the principles of law 
and justice from which it is not and 
never has been their intention to “de- 


part.”

In the following paragraphs of the let- 
ter, Prof. Hocking. implies that Prof. 
Muensterberg’s apparent activities are 
such as might be understood to be more 
favorable to Germanism in this coun- 
try than to Americanism. ‘ 

Both men are associated with the Har- 
vard department of philosophy, and in 
most things are colleagues. Prof. Hock- 
ing’s communication, which is headed, 
“an open letter to Prof. Muensterberg,” 
is in part as follows: 

“Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 13, 1916—My 
Dear Prof. Muensterberg — Ostensibly, 
your report to your Chancellor is a 
simple report of facts. You say that 
there has been a ‘slump in the Ger- 
man-American cause,’ meaning by this 
that there has been ‘a tendency to ac- 
Centuate Americanism and to avoid 
what might be construed ag favoring 
Germany.’ You speak of a ‘patriotic 
wave’ in this country which has swept 
along with it ‘all the weaker elements, 
meaning perhaps the elements of weak- 
er character, or of weaker German at- 
tachmeats. You assure the Chancellor 
that many of tite . German-Americans 
who are now beginning to emphasize 
their loyalty to America are indeed 
against war with Germany, but in Amer- 
ica’s not Germany’s interest. Do you 
regret that these American citizens are 
dois their thinking in America’s’ inter- 
ests rather than in the interest of Ger- 
many? 

Asks Vital Questions. 

“Is it the part of a man who stands 
for public enlightenment, and for’ an 
idealistic philosophy, to play from a 
hiding placé upon the ideals of other 
men, whether ideals of peace or any 
other ideals, in order to mislead them 
into a service of which they are un- 
aware, and which they would reject? 

“Why do you speak of the strength- 
ening of American attachment on the 
part of our German-American popula 
tion as a ‘slump’ in the cause you rep- 
resent? Do you, in reality, wish that 
the Germans in this country who have 
declared their citizenship and loyalt, 
here (as you have hot) ao you wish that 
they shall still be first Germans a+ 
heart, and not first Americans? And are 
you acting upon such a wish—doing 
what you can to weaken Americanism 
in order that Germanism may prevail 
among us? 

“By what name would such activities 
be called in your own fatherland? It 
is a part of the ambition and pride of 
& modern American ugiversity, not alone 
to tolerate but to welcome the most 
radical differences of opinion. But

‘This match,"’ said Benjamin yester- 
day, “is going to be the greatest one 
with the 18.2 balkline title at stake that 
ever was piayed. Hoppe is going better 
than he ever has, and the records made 
by Sutton, even if they were set only in 
practice, are not to be sneezed at.”’ 

Hoppe in a practice game of 500 points 
with Charley Peterson, ran out in three 
innings for an average of 166 2-3. The 
champion started with ll, came back 
with 237 and then went out with an un- 
finished run of 22, Another time he 
averaged an even 100 for 1000 points, 
while on another occasion he had an 82 
average for the same number. Since he 
has been in the city, though, Hoppe has 
been unable to tear off a run of 300. 

The champion in the past has been do- 
ing all his practicing mornings and after- 
noons, but, starting this week. this will 
be changed, and he will devote mornings 
and nights to workouts. His program 
has been changed so as to accustom him 
to. the night light. 


Hoppe to Play With Wright. 

He will get all the work he is looking 
for from now on with Chick Wright of 
San Francisco and Young Jake Schaefer 
of Chicago on hand. Wright will play 
with Hoppe each day. The coast player, 
although he ts after no titles, is consid- 
ered one of the best balkline exponents 
in the country by Hoppe’s manager. 
Schaefer has gone back to Chicago for 
a eg days, but will be back early in the 
week. 

Sutton, while he is still uncorking 
great runs, in hig last letter to Benjamin 
stated that he was having a lot of trou- 
ble with the break, and that the balls 
were not running true. Since he has 
started training, though, he has many 
runs of 100, 200, and even has gone over 
the 300 mark several times. If he is able 
to keep up this pace against Hoppe, the 
champion will have to hustle. 

A new scheme will be tried out when 
Hoppe and Sutton play their match, In- 
stead of the referee just announcing that 
the pair will play, he_ will explain the 
rules of the game to the fans on hand, 
while a set of printed rules also will be 
given to each patron. This is an inno- 
vation, which Benjamin thinks will go 
a long,way towards boosting the game. 

The matches are scheduled to start at 
8 o'clock promptly. and the layers and 
referee will be inoclosed within a brass 
rail, so that none of the spectators will be 
able to interfere with them. There also 
will be a special stand for the press, and 

every move 
of the cueilsts.

Johnny Dundee, Welsh’s Most- 
Feared Rival, Will Show at 
Future City, Tuesday. 


By Harry S. Sharpe. 
A meeting with Johnny Dundee, 
the sensational light-weight , boxer, 
who its here for a bout with Jimmy 
Hanlon, Tuesday, Jeaves the unmis- 
takable. impression that he is a 
fighter. He looks it, acts it, and 
talks it. And it is probable he 
would fight for first place in any- 
thing he undertook and understood, 
whether selling fish, playing baseball 
or boxing for a championship. 


Asked if he liked to box, his eyes 
danced and he panted, “Do I? I love 
it!’ The answer came between clenched 
teeth and lips drawn back in a wolfish 
oar that indicated well the fighting 
spirit. 

While known as Johnny Dundee, his 
baptismal name is Joseph Carroro. He 
was born Nov. 22, 1893, of Italian parents, 
“somewhere” in Italy. He is thout a 
trade and has had but little schooling. 
He can’t spell the name of the town 
where he was born, nor can he tell in 
what part of Italy it is located. He 
came to America when 2 years old. __ 

Dundee iearned to box by watching 
others and trying it. He started about 
six years ago, and today is waiting for 
opportunity to open the doof of th ) light- 
weight championship to him, ‘ Freddy 
Welsh, who holds the lightweight title, 
is the one boxer who stands in his way, 
and Dundee has thrown down the gaunt- 


let to him. 
Dundee Missed Title Chance. 


“TI would have been lightweight cham- 
pion now if boxing had not been stopped 
in California, for Tom McCarey had 
me matched with Welsh, and I am one 
of the few boxers in his class who can 
beat him,” declared Dundee, ‘‘I am will- 
ing to cancede everything except that 
he meet me at the lightweight limit. I 
will not weigh more than He can 
even have his own referee. All I ask is 
a chance to fight him—after that I'll be 
lightweight champion.” 

Dundee is nothing if not sincere, and 
when he made the foregoing statement 
he meant it. It was confidence, not 
egotism, that gave it birth. 

To Dundee’s way of thinking there is 
nothing of greater importance than a 
match between he and Welsh, and he 
discusses the subject with great earn- 
estness. , 2 

“Freddy Welsh,” insisted Dundee, “ts 
one of the greatest boxers we have, and 
he is.a fighter, too. Though growing 
old, and probably weary of the game, 
he is still too good for any but the very 
best in his class. Next to myself, I 
think Welsh the best lightweight in the 
world, and then comes Benny Leonard. 

“Charlie White of Chicago, who was 
favored by a match with Welsh at 
Denver, Colo., on last Labor day, 
might have been champion now had/ 
he been more aggressive, for he had 
the champion going in the thirteenth 
round. It was one chance in a thou- 
sand and probably will not come to an- 
other boxer. White is a slow, flat-foot- 
ed boxer. He is the hardest hitter of 
all the lightweights, but hasn't the 
heart of a fighter. No boxer of that 
sort can ever hope to beat Wels 


Dundee Hates Himself—What! 
“To beat the Englishman at his best 


e boxer must be clever, fast, a good 
ring general and not afraid of him. He 
must be able to do whatever Weish can 
do, and be able to do more of it. That 
is why I think I can beat him. I can do 
everything he can. I can keep any 
pace he can set, and be ready for more 
when he is ready to quit. I am younger 
and stronger, and I am still ambitious. 

Dundee is the smatlest aspirant for 
the lightweight title in many years. He 
is 6 feet 3% inches tall, with a reach of 
about 69 inches, which is considered 
short. At his best he will weigh only 
130 pounds. The exercise of boxing and 
preparing for bouts has made him 
strong and muscular and wonderfully 
well proportioned. He claims to be an 
abstainer from tobacco and alcoholic 
stimulants. 
While Dundee claims néver to have 
been knocked down during a contest, 
he says Willie Ritchie, ex-lightweight 
champion, came nearer doing it than 
anyone else, and it was the hardest 
punch he ever felt—a right cross to the 
jaw.

DIMS WITHOUT DIMMING 


There is a really mathematical and 
scientific way of so diffusing the 
rays of light as to furnish the mo- 
torist plenty of illumination for the 
road and still remove the danger. It 
would seem that this has been 
worked out in the new § Prismolite 
lens. This consists of a clear glass 
lens that under tremendous pressure 
has been pressed into exact prisms 
of small size. This arrangement of 
prisms is well know in other uses 
as diffusing the light and still afford- 
ing the largest amount. The back of 
the lens is finished with a regular 
plate glass finish, and it takes the 
place of the front lens of any lamp. 

Since the glass is clear, all of the 
light passes through, but it is sub- 
jected to a breakfhg up of direct 
rays by the action of these prisms, 
and instead of a beam of startling 
brightness as thrown from the un- 
protected search light there is a 
steady glow, into which one may 
look far ahead on the road, showing 
every rut or bump, and diffusing to 
the side so that the ditches are 
shown, the signs may be read and 
ample light provided for all  pur- 
poses. This does away with the nec- 
essity of a search light entirely.

Senator Reed, before an audience that 
filled the hall, and also at a tent meet- 
ing at Monett this afternoon, discussed 
the Adamson-law in detail, denying 
that the Railroad Brotherhoods resort- 
ed to force to procure its enactment, 
and that it was a wage increase law, 
instead of an eight-hour law. 


Ralilrond Men for Wilson, 
There are many railroad men both in 


Springfield and Monett, and according 
to members of the unions here, 90 per 
cent of them are going to vote for 
Wilson. Hughes made an effort to win 
their support by trying to convince 
them that th- eight-hour law would bea 
bad thing for them, while Senator Reed 
tried to hold their support for the Dem- 
ocratic ticket by arguing that the eight- 
hour law was a benefit to them.

RAILWAY BUILDERS IN CHINA 


Washingten Not Yet Advised of 
Protests of Japan and Ruasia 


Against Contract. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The Jap- 
anese and Russian protest against 
the Chinese contract with the Amer- 
ican International Corporation for 
railroad building, announced in dis- 
patches today, has not been officially 
reported to the State Department. 

The American International Cor- 
poration as a private American firm 
obtained the contract through a loan 
to China entirely on its own account. 
As an American corporation, how- 
ever, it will be entitled to the good 
offices of the Government in case it 
becomes evident that its rights are 
being actually violated. 

The Russian protest alleges that 
the Chinese Minister in Petrograd 
promised verbally 18 years ago that 
Rugsia should have the privilege of 
building railways in the vicinity of 
Mongolia. 

Japan protested against an agree- 
ment with American contractors for 
the reconstrtction of 200 miles of 
the Grand Canal in Shanting Prov- 
ince. The Japanese claim, by reason 
of their conquest of Shantung, all 
the rights heretofore held by Ger- 
many in the development of that 
Chinese province.

Submarine hostilities took first 
place in the attention of the wheat 
trade, and caused prices last week to 
average decidedly lower. However, 
all but about 1%c of. the severe de- 
cline which took place on Monday 
was wiped out when the market. 
closed yesterday. 

Before the U-53 began her eéx- 
ploits on this side of the Atlantic, 
wheat prices were plainly on the up- 
grade. Peace rumors had been de- 
nied and the Argentine drouth was 
rowing worse and worse from day 
o day. All this was temporarily for- 
gotten when dealers were su dently 
con fronted py news of wholesale de- 
struction of shipping, and by the 
prospect that more work of the same 
character would follow. 

Just 4%c a bushel was clipped from 
the’ value of wheat in the (flurry 
which ensued, but the recovery from 
the shock of the unprecedented hap- 
pening off Nantucket, began almost 
at once and was intersupted to a 
serious extent only once afterward, 
when dealers were for a time bewil- 
dered by announcement that Great 
Britain had urchased the huge 
amount of 18,500,000 bushels of 
wheat in Australia, and would send 
steamships to the Antipodes to pro- 
yide transport for the grain. 

The British Pu ase. 

Misunderstandings of the purpose 
of the British Government were not 
well cleared up until vridey, when 
word came from presumably good 
authority in Winnipeg that the idea 
of the immense urchase in Aus- 
tralia was to bulld up big reserves 
of wheat in Great Britain, where the 
Government had taken over the en- 
tire business of the importation of 
wheat, but with no intent of stopping 
the acquirement of supplies in the 
United States and Canada. 

On the contrary, it was added that 
current needs o Western Europe 
would continue to be filled chiefly 


from North America. 

Price changes in coarse grains 
were relatively small, corn gaining 
a little and oats reiting off. Trade 
was entirely professional. 

At the moment the wheat market 
has drifted into a waiting position. 
There ig no shortage of supplies in 
sight in any important country, but

Moose Candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent Tells New Yorkers Why 
He Supports President. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 144.—With a plea 
for the re-election of President Wilson, 
John M. Parker, Progressive candidate 
for Vice President, delivered an address 
here today at a reception given him by 
members of the National Progressive 
party, in which he dwelt somewhat at 
length on the part taken by Theodore 
Roosevelt and George W. Perkins, in the 
efforts to get the Progressive and Re- 
publican oonventions in Chicago last 
June to unite on a presidential candi- 
date. 

Parker quoted Oel. Roosevelt as say~ 


ing tm 1918 that “I am for this cause to 
fight to the end * * © while life lasts,” 
and that “I wil) never abandon the prin- 
ciples to which we Progressives have 
pledged ourselves, and I will never aban- 
don the men and women who drew 
around me to battle for these principles.” 

He aleo quoted George W. Perkins as 
stating he was opposed to returning to 
the Republican party because it had 
been ‘‘more reactionary than ever."’ 

“The statement of our leader,” Parker 
continued, “and the concurrence of the 
chairman of our Executive Committee 
were accepted at par by a trusting body 
of men and women, who tmplicitly be- 
Heved in our leaders. The tragedy of 
the great gathering at Chicago from 
June 7 to June 10, inclusive is a matter 
of history.” 

“I am not @ Democrat,” Parker said, 
“but I believe the thanks of this nation 
are due to Woodrow Wilson for what he 
has accomplished in the shape of pro- 
gressive legislation an has brought un- 
— 
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told millions, happiness and prosperity 
to our people.” 

He urged every Progressive to vote 
their ticket in states where they had one. 

“And in those states where we have 
coe betrayed by former leaders and by 
those who weakly carry out their or- 
| ders,” he said, “I appeal to every think- 
ing man and woman interested in the 
material welfare of our country, devoted 
to their family and their future, to vote 
their honest convictions and support 
Woodrow Wilson for President of the 
United States.’’ 


HARVARD MAN, SERGEANT IN 
ALLIED AERO CORPS, IS WOUNDED 


Norman Prince, Who Gave Up Law 
Practice to Enlist, Suffers Frac- 
ture of Both Legs. 

PARIS, Oct. 13—Norman Prince of 
Boston, Sergeant-Major in the Franco- 
American Aviation Corps, who was dec- 
orated for distinguished service last 
week, has been wounded. Both Prince’s 
legs are broken, but he is reported to 

be in no danger of death. 


Norman Prince is a Harvard gradu- 
ate who gave up a law practice in Chi- 
cago to volunteer for service with the 
allies. He was decorated in October, 
1915, for destroying a German warplane. 
His machine was shot down in an aerial 
battle over Verdun last June, but he es- 
caped without injury and was reported 
recently to have brought down two aero- 
planes in Alsace. 

Two Americans in. 
American flying corps have been 
killed recently. Corporal Victor 
Chapman of New York met death in 
an air fight with a German on the 
Verdun front June 24, and three 
months later Kiffin Yates Rockwell 
of North Carolina also was killed 
while fighting a German aircraft on 
the western front.

TROOPS IN MEO 


KEPT BUSY BY ‘FIRE 


CONTROL’ DRILLS 


Particular Attention Given to the 
Cavalry Regiments in 
Expedition. 


FIELD HEADQUARTERS, American 
Expedition in Mexico, Oct. 14—‘‘Fire 
control” drills, which, in a month's time 
have increased the effectiveness of cav- 
alry regiments’ fire 100 per cent, are im- 
portant factors in the field maneuvers 
being held by the American expedition. 

Far from being a period of stagnation 
for the expeditionary troops, the higtus 
during the last few months in the pur- 
suit of Villa has been of almost inestim- 
able benefit to them, particularly to the 
mounted arm. It has given command- 
ing officers opportunities to handle 
larger bodies of men under conditions 
more nearly akin to those of war than 
have obtained at any time since in the 
past 560 years. 


The maneuvers, which are varied, pro- 
gressive and in accordance with well- 
defined plans, include such simple exer- 
cises as horse training, and ascend to 
solving of warfare problems that involve 
the handling of brigades. Fire control, 
although classed among the elementary 
exercises, is virtually new to the caval- 
ry, although the infantry has been work- 
ing on it for several years. 


Officers Study Pamphiets, 

Pamphlets issued by the School of 
Musketry Fire ag It. Sill, Ok., have been 
furnished commanding officers, and 
problems they contain in skeleton form 
are amplified and worked out. Exercises 
suggested in these pamphlets also are 
being tried out and suggestions for im- 
provement, resulting from actual prac- 
tice, are being noted. 

Recommendations by regimental offi- 
cers are being studied by Gen. J. J. Per- 
shing and his Chief of Staff, Col. De R. 
Cc. Cabell, and those considered worth 
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while are being incorporated tn tenta- 
ve manuals. 

Studying developments of the Euro- 
pean war, and realizing that, under 
modern conditions of warfare, cavalry 
does most of its fighting on foot, com- 
manders of that arm of the service are 
giving their troops a great deal of dis- 
mounted work, paying particular atten- 
tion to attack. 

In this connection it is noticeable that 
the ringing bugle no longer sounds the 
charge, for every maneuver is made by 
signal. Save for the tramp of hoofs and 
the leather-softened rattle of equipment, 
troop movements are made silently, not 
a voice being raised in command. 


When a problem, prepared by the com- 
manding General or his staff, is given 
out, an observer accompanies each of 
the opposing leaders and an umpire 
watches the operations. After each 
mimic combat, a critique is held. Tac- 
tical errors observed are pointed out 
and suggestions made relative to better 
maneuvers that might have been em- 
ployed. 

Four Cavalry Regiments, 

Full advantage is being taken of the 
fact that there are four regiments of 
cavalry at headquarters camp, a cir- 
cumstance without parallel in army an- 
nals for years. All the regiments being 
used, it also is observed, are being ma- 
neuvered at full war strength, as pro- 
vided under the new army reorganiza- 
tion bill. This affords the first opportu- 
nity American commanders have had of 
handling troops of this size In maneu- 
ver. 

The war game will reach a climax 
when the maneuvers progress to the 
peint where every fighting man avail- 
able will be marched against an imag- 
inary enemy under conditions that al- 
most approximate real war. 

Drilled from six to eight hours a day 
and performing duties which, if not car- 
ried out, might turn a healthy camp 
into a dangerous one, the expedition, 
thus far has not stagnated. 


195 Deaths Last Week. 

Three deaths from diphtheria and 
one from scarlatina were in the totai 
of 195 reported for the week ending 
yesterday. Pneumonia was responsi- 
ble for nine per cent of the mortality. 
Twenty persons died of nephritis, 13 
of heart disease and 10 of stomach 
disorders, There were four suicides 
and two homicides.

Post-Dispatch Magazine 
readers in the following article of 
her visit to the French military 
hospitals, where, largely. through 
the labors of American women and 
donations from American wealth, 
the wounded of the sister republic 
are tenderly guided on the way to 
recovery or solaced upon the dark 
road to death. It is a vivid story 
of practical American sympathy 
and of loving French care for Joffre’s heroes.

OT long ago I visited the beautiful 
hospital,. Savonieres, near Bar-le-Duc, 
and it had just received a consign- 
ment from Le Bienetre du Blesse. 
Mme. Faure, the Infirmiere Major, 
told me that nothing had ever been 

: more welcome, and that the spirits 
of the men had gone up with a rush. Above ail) 
things the French convalescent craves preserves, un 
der the impression, no doubt, that. it is his weary 
palate alone that longs to be tickled, but as a matter 
of fact his system craves the stimulation and energiz- 
ing qualities of the sugar? 

This hospital. is on a splendid estate leased by the 

Government shortly after the beginning of the war. 
More or less sfMeltered by trees from the indefatigable 
Taube, eight or nine “barracks” have been erected, and 
down their long sides are rows of cots that look as 
comfortable as they are neat. As many of the pa- 
tients as could be moved were lying on long chairs 
under the great oaks and lime trees. At the entrance 
to the park was a row of low buildings built for the 
ever-necessary “bureau,” chemist shop, surgica] dress- 
ings stores, etc.; all run with the method and precision 
characteristic of the French. 
It was a quiet and sylvan scene when I saw it, but when guns at the 
front are thundering, reminding these men that their comrades in arms 
are falling momentarily, or Taubes are drumming overhead searching out 
the barracks, it seems to me that sustained optimism must be a difficult 
feat. If the delicacies always craved by the sick will raise the spirits of 
men who have been wounded and perhaps mutilated in the serviee of 
‘their country, and break the sad monotony of their lives, those in the 
enjoyment of health and freedom cannot work too hard to raise the 
necessary money. | 

I saw nothing more interesting at these hospitals than the bath tubs 
for the wounded brought straight from the front. Even officers who have 
been in the trenches for several days are not clean to say the least of it, 
and the first thing to do before the operation is to give them a bath. If 
they are grand biesses they must receive as little handling as possible. 
Consequently they are transferred from their own stretcher to one that 
covers the top of a very large bath tub full of warm water. This stretcher 
is lowered mechanically from the head down without jarring the wounded 
man. As soon as he is both clean and refreshed the stretcher is elevated 
and he is transferred to still another and wrapped in a sheet; then when 
dry he is carried to the operating table. 

The Hospital Central is beautifully located in a high valley just outside 
of Bar-le-Duc and looks like a new mining town. It is laid out in streets 
and there must be 30 of the wooden barracks besides two pavillions—long 
structures of stucco painted white. They are fine targets for Taubes and 
I can’t think why they are not painted brown. All of these buildings but 
one are in charge of Mme. d’Haussaville’s division of the Red Cross; 
Societe Francaise de Secours aux Blesses Militaires; the exception is run 
by the second division, Societe des Dames Francaises. These women, both 
of the noblesse and the haute bourgeoisie, give their services and work 
like slaves. ca 

The Infirmiere Major, Mile. de Sezilles, and the Medicin Major, walked 
me through every one of those buildings except those devoted to infectious 
cases. The day was hot and I had walked miles already, but the doctor 
was inexorable. He had not wanted to show me the hospital, even al-

though I had brought a personal letter to Mile. de Sezilles, but had sur-. 


rendered when I produced my letter from the Ministere de la Guerre. in 
which the privilege of visiting the hospitals in the war zone was extended 
to me. So he determined I should have my fill. 

However, every foot of the way was interesting. Here men were brought 
to remain until] they were well enough to return to the front or be trans- 
ferred to Paris, the blind until their bodies were strong enough to give 
them courage for delicate operations or to face life once more. The men 
in bed were protected by netting from the loathsome flies which swarm in 
this district, and every counterpane was as white as the crisp gowns of 
the infirmieres. The convalescents in the pavillions were sitting in the 
corridors that traverse the front, reading or gazing at the charming 
scenery; if blind merely sunning themselves. They alone, of all the 
maimed, look sad. 

Mile. de Sezilles showed me her barrack with great pride, and it ecer- 
tainly was an unexpected sight in a base hospital. Its corridors were set 
with palms and flowering shrubs, every window had its boxes, and there 
were pictures above the beds. Every ward, in fact, was a revelation of 
the taste or purse of its infirmiere major. Some were austere, but in 
many an attempt had been made to relieve the barrenness of a military 
hospital ward, where the men must lie for weeks, or months, with little 
to do but stare at a glimpse of the hills, and during long silences un »roken 
by any sound but the raucous voice of war. There is no question that the

Bleasee we had been able to send, 
and once more I heard how wel- 
come it was. “It is good for the 
morale of the men, also,” she add- 
“The poor fellows, courageous 
as they are, and gay by tempera- 
ment, are often depressed. There 
és nothing like appetizing food, 
both immediate and prospective, to 
raise the spirits of a conValescent. 
No medicine so hastens recovery, 
and they never looked forward to 
the pleasures of health as they do to a cup of broth 
or cocoa, or a slice of ham and a dish of preserves.” 
Then, like everybody else I met in France engaged in 
any sort of relief work, she spoke with the deepest 
gratitude of the practical sympathy of the Americans, 
of their enormous generosity. I told her that the 
Eastern States had born the brunt so far, and that 
California had done well, but that I was waiting for 
the West to wake up. 

Several Americans have asked me why the rich peo 
ple of France not run this oeuvre themselves. The 
answer is simple enough. There are no rich people left 
in France, not as we estimate riches, at all events. 
Between the moratorium, which has cut off their 
rents, the mobilization of their farm hands or work- 
men, taxes, the increased cost of living and the con-, 
stant demands to which they have responded since 
the first day of the war, (I know one woman who runs 
three hospitals in the South of France out of her 
own pocket), they find themselves at the beginning 
of the third year with little to spare. Some have shut 
up the greater part of their beautiful apartments or 
hotels, and live in the fewest possible rooms, on the 
smallest possible sum, giving away every penny they 
ean squeeze qut of their depleted incomes. 

Take the case of one Frenchman, of the old nobilesse, 
married to an American girl. She brought him a 
large dower, but he was wealthy and it was a love 
match. The French trenches run through his north- 


ern estate, and he will not be permitted to set foot on it before the end

It was christened “Le Bienetre du Blesse, Societe Franco-Americaine 
(The Comfort, or Well-Being, of the Wounded, 
French-American Society for Our Soldiers). Men in high places, accord- 
ing to custom, became its sponsors, the. War Office gave it a “barrack” out 


at the Entrepot des Dons, where all the big oeyvres have «heir store- 


houses and a central bureau; and the great Paris banking house of Munroe 


& Co. accepted the office of Treasurer and receives all donations. The 
uddress of this firm in New York is 30 Pine street. 


The Committee of Mercy has taken the oeuvre under its wing, a strong 
New York committee is in process of formation, and it is expected that a 


committee will be formed in all of the principal states before the year is out. 


I will confess that | wandered in upon that preliminary meeting quite 
by mistake, being under the impression that I had been invited merely to 


Lave a cup of tea and some lively conversation, and that when I found a 
committee was in process of formation I would have escaped if I could. 


I had gone to France to write about the work of its women in the war 


and in the hope of doing semething for that great country in my own 
way, but with the firnf intention of not being drawn into any organization. 


Possibly no one ever lived who hates sitting at a committee table as I do. 
However, escape was impossible then or later; and, by degrees, I became 
infested with their own enthusiasm. After my visits to military hospitals 
in the war zone I promised Mme. d’Andigne willingly enough that I would 
do what I could to put the thing through in this country. 

No oeuvre since the beginning of the war has been more important than 
this. When a man has lost a quart or so of blood, after an exhausting 
period in the trenches, or has undergone a severe operation, the nerves

T pulled me through the bad times,’ 
says Lieutenant-Colonel John Ford 
Elkington of the Royal Warwick- 
shire Regiment, his face lighting up 
at the reference to Kipling’s manly 
poem, “If.” And these bad times 
were as black as any individual has 
faced during the war, for at its beginning this 
British officer suffered the supreme disgrace of 
being courtmartialed and cashiered from ‘the 
aimy. Now he has been reinstated in his rank. 
by order of the King, and thereby hangs one of 
the most romantic episodes coming out of the 
conflict. But first let him tell what part of his 
redemption he owes to Kipling: 

“A friend of mine sent me a copy of Kipling’s 
‘If.’ I carried it -n my pack on manv a long 
march through France, and it was with me in 
every attack. I read it in bivouac and in the 
trenches.” 

When the conflict exploded beneath Europe in August, 
1914, Elkington had seen 28 years’ military service in 
the British army, and wore the Queen’s medal with 
four clasps for distinguished gallantry in the Boer War. 
With his regiment, the Royal Warwickshires, he was 
sent to France in the original expeditionary force. He 
fonght° at Mons and took part in the thrilling retreat 
wherein the British, breasting the torrent of the Ger- 
man invasion, were swept almost out of existence. 
Somewhere, under that terrific strain, the fibers dis- 
ciplined* by more than a quarter-century of military 
training gave way, and Lieutenant-Colone! Elkington 
was guilty of what his friends term “a mistake” or 
“an error of discretion.” Whatever it was--and the 
definite offense has not been made public—he was tried 
by a courtmartial, cashiered and dismissed from the 
service for conduct which, in the judgment of the court, 
rendered him unfit and incapable of serving his sov- 
ereign in any military capacity whatever in the future. 
He vanished—to his home at Pangbvourne—and the I.on- 
Jon Gazette, Oct. 14, 1914, contained this item: 

Royal Warwickshire Regiment.—Lieutenant- 
Colonel John F. Elkington is cashiered by sen- 
tence of a general courtmartial. Dated Sept. 14. 
1915. 

In many armies such a sentence would have been 
the signal for the disgraced officer to kill himself with 
his own hand. No doubt this temptation came to Elk- 
ington, as the easiest way out. He was a ruined man; 
his long and conspicueus career in the army lay in 
fragments. He was nearly 50 years old, a late date at 
which one might hope to begin building a reputation 
anew. A friend who visited him at this midnight hour 
of his life, says that Elkington bore himself like a 
gallant gentleman. After smoking for a long time, 
grimly and in silence, the ex-officer snapped out: 

“Well, there’s still the French Foreign Legion!”

As is well known, the famous Foreign Legiva of the 
French army is a refuge for the flotsam of all nations. 
Its characteristic rule is that no questions shall be 
asked of applicants for membership. Thither flock the 
broken and desperate men of all races, reckless, devil- 
may-care adventurers who have tried everything and 
lost and care not whether in addition they lose their 
lives. There are men of education and culture who are 
also blackguards and scoundrels; there are Americans, 
Russians, Englishmen and Italians who would find it 
hazardous to return to their own countries. With such 
men as these, the discipline is especially severe; and 
also, the men being what they are, the Foreign Legion 
is a favorite “food for cannon” among the French Gen- 
erals, and is.certain to be flung into forlorn hopes. 

“as I could not serve England again,” Col. Elkington 
has since said, “there was nothing for me but the For- 
eign Legion—that home for the fallen name. In this 
strange collection of men there is no rank, no past. 
The Foreign Legion ignores the past, regards with con- 
tempt the future, and laughs at the present. There 
every man is a man, and every man a hero. Many 
there were who had become legionaires because they, 
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.new in “Legion « O

used to call them. 


and the spirit of the Englishman, resolved to 
do or die in his task of expiation, was an es- 
sential factor of the achievement. . 

On the fourth day, Sept. 28, the Foreign Legion 
charged again with unsurpassed intrepidity. They 
swept over the first German trench and charged 
the second, through a zone of hailing machine- 
zun fire. Elkington was leading them all through 
the storm of lead, when a shot caught him below 
the knee, destroying part of the bone. But his 
daring deeds in the two charges were to be 
brought to the attention of Gen. Joffre himself, 
and at his command one of the French Gen- 
erals decorated the Briton with two medals— 
the Medaille Militaire, the French equivalent of 
the Victoria Cross, and the Croix de Guerre, with 
the little bronze palm which doubles its worth.

Elkington fell 100 yards short of the German 
second trench, and beside him dropped his chum, 
an American surgeon named Wheeler. Before 
fainting from his own wound, Wheeler adminis- 
tered first aid to his comrade and thus saved his 
life, besides giving him a stiff dose of laudanum 
to ease the pain. They lay for 13 hours in the 
valley of death before stretcher-bearers could 
rescue them, and by that time Elxington’s wound 
became septic. Wheeler recovered, but was so 
lame that he was invalided. 

Elkington was taken to the Hopital Civil at 
Grenoble, where he was confined 10 months, eight 
of them in bed. It was at first thought he would 
die from blood poisoning, but the American sur- 
geon’s work had given him a chance for life. 
The turning point came on Christmas day, when 
a French General went to the hospital and pinned 
on Elkington’s coat the two medals he had won. 
They were to him the sign of his rehabilitation as 
a soldier. Then the fight to save his leg from am- 
putation was won, and in July he was discharged, 
with one leg an inch and a half shorter than the 
other.

The former LieutenantColonel John Ford Elkington 
of His Majesty’s Warwickshires had become another 
identity; he was Private John Elkington of the French 
Foreign Legion. 

For a man of his age to set out on the bottom rung 
of the Jadder as a ranker in a strange army, among 
strangers, was in itself an act of moral heroism. EIk- 
ington had determined that he must expiate his er- 
ror, either by death on the 


The King has been graciously pleased to ap- 
prove of the reinstatement of John Ford Elking- 
ton in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, with his 
previous seniority, a consequence of his gallant 
conduct while serving in the ranks of the For- 
eign Legion of the French army. He is accord- 
ingly reappointed Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
Royal Warwickshire Regiment. 


Col. Elkington is now at his home with his wife, 
whose faith in him never swerved, and their two chil- 
dren, a boy and a girl. Because of his wound he is not 
likely to be called upon for further active service, but 
he is, as he says, “the happiest man in England.” All

To gain unusual distinc- 
tion for gallantry is barder 
in the Foreign legion than 
in any other corps in the 
world, for there the men feel 
that they have nothing to 
gain from life and perhaps 
much —rest and peace, at 
least-——from ueath.

eign Legion was heard from 
in Alsace and then the 
Vosges; and finally, with 
its part in the great .French 
offensive at Champagne, in 
September, 1915, Private Elk- 
ington found his opportunity. 

On the first day or the bat- 
tle, when the soldiers of 
France were hurling them- 
selves in waves on the foe 
and the Foreign Legion was 
more lavish than ever in its 
sacrifice of life, the ex-War- 
wickshire officer distinguished 
himself on a field where 
valor was universal. A mere 
handful of men, of whom he 
was one, attacked, took and 


hero. 

Col. Elkington does not un- 
derstand what he calls the 
“fuss” that is being made of 
him. “What else could a 
man do?” he says. “I was 
cashiered, and about a fort- 
night after the notice ap- 
peared in the papers I was in 
the ranks of the Foreign Le- 
zion. 


“It was hard work, and we 
were nearly always in the 
the thick of it.

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CHAPTER X (Continued. ) 


HE worst of it was that we could not get away 


from the sight of the mangled bodies of our 


comrades. Arms and legs stuck out of the 


wreckage, and on every side we saw distorted 

human faces, the faces of men we had known, with 
whom we had lived and shared hardships and dangers 
for mouths past. Those who have never lived through 
experiences of this sort cannot possibly know the hor- 
ror of them. It is not in the heat of battle that men 
lose their reason. Battle frenzy is, perhaps, a tempo- 
rary madness. The real danger comes when the strain 
is relaxed. Men look about them and see the bodies of 
their comrades torn to pieces as though they had been 
hacked and butchered by fiends. One thinks of the 
human body as inviolable, a heauti- 
ful and sacred thing. The sight of 
it dismembered or disemboweled 
trampled in the bottom of a trench, 
smeared with blood and filth, is so 
revolting as to be hardly endur- 
able. 

And yet, we had to endure it. 
We could not escape it. Which- 
ever way we looked, there were the 
dead. Worse than the sight of 
dead men were the groans and en- 
treaties of those lying wounded in 
the trenches waiting to be taken 
back to the dressing stations. 


“I’m shot through tne stomach, 
matey! Can’t you get me back to 
the ambulance. Ain’t they some 
way you can get me back out o’ 
this?” 

“Stick it, old lad! You won't 
have long to wite. They'll be some 
of the Red Cross along ‘ere in a 
jiffy now.” 

“Give me a lift, boys, can’t you? 
Look at my leg! Do you think 
it’ll ’ave to come off? Maybe they 
could save it if I could get to ’os- 
pital in time! Won’t some of you 
give me a lift? I can ’obble along 
with a little ’elp.”’ 

“Don’t you fret, sonny! You're 
a-goin’ to ride back in a stretcher 
presently. Keep yer courage up a 
little w’ile longer.” 

Some of the men, in their suf- 
fering, forgot everyone but them- 
selves, and it was not strange that 
they should. Others, with more 
iron in their natures, endured fear- 
ful agony in silence. During mem- 
orable half-hours, filled with danger 
and death, many of my gross mis- 
judgments of character were made 
clear to me. Men whom no one 
had credited with heroic qualities 
revealed them. Others failed 
_Yather pitiably to live up to one’s expectations. It 
seemed to me that there was strength or weakness in 
men quite apart from their real selves, for which they 
were in no way responsible; but doubtless it had al- 
ways been there, waiting to be called forth at just such 
crucial times. 

During the afternoon I heard for the first time the 
hysterical cry of a man whose nerve had given way. He 
picked up an arm and threw it far out in front of the 
trenches, shouting as he did so in a way that made one’s 
blood run cold. Then he sat down and started crying 
and moaning. He was taken back to the rear, one of 
the saddest casualties in a war of inconceivable horrors. 
I heard of many instances of nervous breakdown, but I 
witnessed surprisingly few of them. Men were often 
badly shaken and trembled from head to foot. Usually 
they pulled themselves together under the taunts of 
their less susceptible comrades. 

At the close of a gloomy October day, six unshaven, 
mud-encrusted machine gunners, the surviving members 
of two teams, were gathered at the C Comparfy gun em- 
placement. D Company’s gun had been destroyed by a 
shell, and so we had joined forces here in front of the 
wrecked dugout, and were waiting for night, when we 
could bury our dead comrades. A fine drenching rain 
was falling. We sat with our waterproof sheets thrown 
over our shoulders and our knees drawn up to our chins, 
that we might conserve the damp warmth of our bodies. 
No one spoke. No reference was made to our dead com- 
rades who were lying there so close that we could almost 
touch them from where we sat. Nevertheless, I believe 
that we were all thinking of them, however unwillingly. 
I tried to see them as they were only a few hours be- 
fore. I tried to remember the sound of their voices, 
how they had laughed; but I could think only of the ap- 
pearance of their mutilated bodies. 

On a dreary autumn evening one's thoughts often 
take a melancholy turn, even though one is indoors, 
sitting before a pleasant fire, and hearing but faintly 
the sighing of the wind and the sound of the rain beat- 
ing against the window. 
that soldiers in trenches become discouraged at times, 
and on this occasion, when an unquenchably cheerful 
voice shouted over an adjoining traverse: 

“Wot che'r, lads! Are we downhearted?” A growling 
chorus answered with an unmistakable: 

“YES!” 

We were in an open ditch. The rain was beating down 
en our faces. We are waiting_for darkness when we 
could go to our unpleasant work of grave digging. To- 
morrow ‘there would be more dead bodies and more 
graves to dig, and the day after, the same duty, and the 
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It is hardly to be wondered at - 


day after that, the same. Week after week we should 
be living like this, killing and being killed, binding up 
terrible wounds, digging graves, always doing the same 
work with not one bright or pleasant thing to look for- 
ward to. 

These were my thoughts as I sat on the firing bench 
with my head drawn down between my knees, watching 
the water dripping from the edges of my puttees. But I 
had forgotten one important item 4n the daily routine— 
supper. And I had forgotten Private Lemley, our cook, 
orf, to give him his due, our chef. He was not the man 
to waste his time in gloomy reflection. With a dozen 
moldy potatoes which he had procured heaven knows 
where, four tins of corned beef and a canteen lid filled 
with bacon grease for raw materials, he had set to work 
with the-enthusiasm of the born artist, the result being 
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“Go ‘ide yerself, you bloody little coward!”’ 


rissoles, brown and crisp, and piping hot. It is a pleas- 
ure to think of that meal. Private Lemley was one of 
the rare souls on earth, one of the Mark Tapleys who 
never lost his courage or his good spirits. I remember 
how our spirits rose at the sound of his voice, and how 
gladly and quickly we responded to his summons. 

“"Ere you are, me lads! Bully beef rissoles an’ ’ot 
tea, an’ it ain’t ’arf bad fer the trenches, if I do s'y it.” 

I can only wonder now at the keenness of our appe- 
tites in the midst of the most grewsome surroundings. 
Dead men were lying avout us, both in the trenches 
and outside of them. And yet our rissoles were not a 
whit the less enjoyable on that account. 

It was quite dark when we had finished. The Sergeant 
jumped to his feet. 

“Let’s get at it, boys,”’ he said. 

Half an hour later we erected a wooden cross in 
Tommy's grave-strewn garden. It bore the following in- 
scription written in pencil: 

Pte. No. 4326 MacDonald, 
Pte. No. 7864 Gardner. 
Pte. No. 9851 Preston. 
Pte. No. 6940 Allen. 
Royal Fusiliers. 
“They did their bit.” 

Quietly we slipped back into the trench and piled our 
picks and shovels on the parados. 

“Got yer mouth organ ‘andy, Nobby?’ someone asked. 

“She’s always ‘andy. Wot’ll you ‘ave, lads?” 

“Give us ‘Silk ’At Nat Tony.’ That’s a proper funeral 
‘'ymn,” 

“Right you are! Sing up, now!” 

And then we sang Tommy’s favorite kind of requiem.

CHAPTER XI. 
“Sitting Tight.” 

HROUGHOUT October we fulfilled the prophecy 
of our officer who told us that “sitting tight’ 
in the German trenches was to be our function. 
There were night counter attacks preceded by 

heavy artillery fire, when the enemy made determined 
efforts to retake the lost territory. There were needless 
alarms when nervous sentries “got the wind up,” to use 
the authentic trench expression, and contarious excite- 
ment set men to firing like mad into blank darkness. 
In the daytime there were moments of calm which we 
could not savor owing to that other warfare waged upon 
us by increasing hordes of parasitic enemies. We moved 
from one position to another through trenches where 
the tangled mass of telephone wires, seemingly gifted 
with a kind of malignant humor, coiled themselves about 
our feet or caught in the piling swivels of our rifles. 
There were orders and counter orders, alarums and ex- 
cursions. Through them all Tommy kept his balance 
and his air of cheery unconcern, but he wished that he 
might be “struck pink” if he knew “wot we was a’doin’ 
of anyw’y.” 

Our ideas of the tactical situation were decidedly 
vague. However, we did know, in a general way, our 
position with reference to important military landmarks, 
and the amateur strategists were busy at all times ex- 

plaining the situation to frankly 
ignorant comrades, and outlin- 
ing plans for definite action. 


“Now, if I was Gen. French, I'd 
make 'Ulluch me main objective. 
They ain’t no use tryin’ to get by 
at this part o’ the line till you 
got that village.” 

“Don’t talk so bloomin’ igno- 
rant! Ain’t that just what they 
been a-tryin? Wot we got to do 
is go ’round ’Ulluch. Tyke ‘em 
in the rear an’ from both sides.” 


‘““W’y don’t they get on with it? 
Wot to blazes are we a-doin’ of, 
givin’ ‘em a chanct to get dug in 
again? ‘Ere we all but got ’em 
on the run an’ tne '’ole show 
stops!” 

The continuation of the offen- 
sive was the chief topic of con- 
versation. The men dreaded it, 
but they were anxious to go 
through with the business. They 
believed that now if ever there 
was the chance to push the Ger- 
mans out of France. 


In the meantime the day’s work 
was still the day’s work. There 
were nightly bombing affairs, 
some of them most desperate 
hand-to-hand contests for the 
possession of small sectors of 
trench. One of these I witnessed 
from a trench 60 yards away. 

The advantage lay with us. The enemy held only the 
center of the line and were forced to meet attacks from 
either end. However, taey had a communication trench 
connecting with their second line, through which car- 
rying parties brought them a limitless supply of bombs. 

The game of pitch and toss over the barricades had 
continued for several days without a decision. Then 
came orders for more decisive action. The barricades 
were to be destroyed and the enemy bombed out. In 
underground fighting of this kind the element of surprise 
is possible. If one opponent can be suddenly over- 
whelmed with a heavy rain of bombs, the chances of 
success for the attacking party are quite favorable. 

The action took place at dusk. Shortly before the 
hour set, the bombers, all of them boys in their early 
20’s, filed slowly along the trencn, the pockets of 
their grenade waistcoats bulging with “lemons” and 
“cricket balls,” as the two most effective kinds of 
bombs are called. They went to their places with that 
spit of stolid cheeriness which is the wonder and 
admiration of everyone who knows Tommy Atkins in- 
timately. Formerly, when I saw him in this mood, I 
would think, ‘He doesn’t realize. Men don’t go out to 
meet death like this.” But long association with him 
had convinced me of the error of this opinion. These 
men knew that death or terrible injury was in store 
for them; yet they were‘talking in excited and gleeful 
undertones, as they might have passed through the 
gates at a football match. 

“Are we downhearted? 

“Tyke a feel o’ this little puffball! 
Fritzie’s napper she goes!” 

“I’m a-goin’ to arsk fer a nice Blightey one! Four 
months in Brentford ‘ospital an’ me Christmas puddin’ 
at ’ome!” 

“Now, don’t ferget, you blokes! County o’ London 
War ‘Ospital fer me if I gets a knock! Write it on 
a piece o' pyper an’ pin it to me tunic w’en you sends 
me back to the ambulance.” 

The barricades were blown up and the fight was on. 
A 200-piece orchestra of blacksmiths, with sledgeham- 
mers, beating kettle drums the size of brewery vate, 
might have approximated, in quality and volume, the 
gound of the battle. The spectacular effect was quite dif- 
ferent from that of a counter attack across the open. 
Lurid flashes of light issued from the ground as though 
a door to the infernal] regions had been thrown jarring- 
ly open. The cloud of thick smoke was shot through 
with red gleams. Men ran along the parapet hurling 
bombs down into the trench. Now they were hidden

T is to the poet Shelicy that the world owes most 
of what it knows about Beatrice Cenci. Probably 
inspired by the famous painting, attributed to 
Reni, Shelley collected the local traditions about 
her and made them the basis of his tragedy. “The 
Cenci.” According to this story. she was the daughter 
of a debauched and cruel old man, who was seized with 
a mania of hatred against his children. His attitude 
towards Beatrice took an unspeakable form. Learning 
that she was in love with a young man, he locked her 
up in acastle. At last, unable to endure her situation 
longer, Beatrice conspired with her mother and brother 
and bravos were hired to murder the father. The crime 
was discovered and all the participants were put to 
death, although some of the highest personages of Rome 
interceded on behalf of the girl. 

Bertolotti’s version is entirely different. According 
to him, Beatrice was a wayward girl whose father locked 
her up to put an end to her profliigacy. She conspired 
with her most favored admirer, her mother and her 
brother to put the father to death, the family hoping to 
divide his estate and live afterwards as its members 
saw fit. The father was beaten to death and his body 
was thrown from a castle wall to make it appear acci- 
dental. This e. planation was accepted at first, but later 
the two hired assassins were arrested for another of- 
fense and one of them made indiscreetggtatements. On 
being put to the torture, he confessed the whole affair. 
Beatrice never admitted her guilt and died insisting 
that she was innocent. She was only 22 wears old when 
she was beheaded.

HAT a prowler about the Elephant Butte in 
the Rio Grande valley should find evi- 
dence to establish that Guido Reni was a 
faker or a copyist seems fantastic, but it 
happened. Guido painted ‘La Cenci,”’ 
and the picture has been declared one of 
the 12 greatest in the world. For centuries 
it has been accepted as a portrait of Beatrice Cenci, 
painted or,setched in her cell after she had been con- 
demned to death. 
Art critics and experts have contended 
that so accurately and faithfully did the 
painting show the emotions that must have 
filled Beatrice’s soul, that the picture could 
not have been created out of the artist's 
mind, but must have been a true presenta- 
tion of what he saw at the close of one of 
the great tragedies of history. 
But Guido never saw Beatrice. 
The haunting beauty of this face has 
been sung by Keats and Shelley and many 
another. Shelley’s poem, “La Cenci,” was 
proclaimed the greatest tragedy of modern 
times. He pretended to have found an old 
manuscript which gave him the story. 
Church apologists and church critics have 
quarreled for 300 years over the question 
of the radiantly beautiful girl's guilt. 
The Guido Reni portrait, however it was 
achieved, was the production of a great 
genius, and if he faked, as artists employ

to upset one of the world’s 
century-old art traditions—Ac- 
cumulative evidence casts doubt on 
the accepted authorship of the cele- 
brated masterpiece — Reasons why 
modern critics think Reni could not 
have been its creator and why Gio- 
vanni Mazzoline could have been 


the term, he was a glorious faker. Here is the evidence: 

Dr. Nathan Boyd of London, a patron of the arts, 
among other callings, was in Mesilla, N. M., about 20 
years ago. He was engaged in buying lands which would 
be irrigable when a dam should be built across the Rio 
Grande above. In the old adobe house of Don Demetrio 
Chavez near the plaza, he observed two dim pictures on 
the wall. When the heavy wooden shutters at the front 
windows were removed, he recognized both pictures. 
They were copies, as he presumed, of Reni’s Cenci and 
Titian’s portrait of his daughter, Lavinia. Both pictures 
were very old and very beautiful. 

Boyd finally bought both pictures. The Senor Chavez 
knew nothing of their history. He had ta'-en them in 
rart payment of a debt many years before. The former 
owner, also a Mexican, was dead and his family scat- 
tered. 3 

Dr. Boyd, in a letter to Richard Rathbun, secretary 
of the National Gallery of Art in Washington, when 
the pictures were exhibited there in 1914, said: _ 

“When I sent the pictures to London, I instructed the 
expert to whom I consigned them that the frames were 
to be mended and regilded, the canvasses relined and 
mounted on new stretchers, the colors restored where 
the margins were destroyed, and that the pictures be 
revarnished, after removal of the old, time-discolored 
varnish. 

“After my return to London in 1894, I found that the 
removal of the old varnish had revealed flesh tones of 
wonderful purity and transparency, especially in the por- 
trait of Beatrice, which was found to bear the signature 
of Giovanni Mazzolini.”’

has no part in this story. Continuing his narrative, 


Dr. Boyd says: 

“Probably more than aught else, Shelley's great trag- 
edy has given world-wide currency to the story of La 
Cenci, and doubtless has been largely responsible for 
the universal interest in Guido Reni’s portrait of Beatrice, 
and for the present day popular legend that the one im 
the Barberina Palace was painted from life or from a 
life study, made just before her execution. But, while 
Guido’s three portraits of Beatrice are unquestionably 
most meritorious examples of the perfection of his art, 
it was generally conceded by authorities during the last 
century that all three were copies of an original painting 
which had long since disappeared—that the one in Bar- 
Kerina Palace no less than the other two, bears unmis- 
takable evidence of that peculiar quality, that absence of 
free brushwork, which is supposed to be inherently char- 
acteristic of all copies.” 

Giovanni Mazzolini was born in Naples in the year 
1550. Guido Reni was born in 1575. Beatrice was put to 
death in a singularly atrocious manner on Sept. 11, 1599. 
Mazzolini was, therefore, 49 and Reni 24. 

Mazzolini was considered one of he foremost artists 
of his time, and was famous as a painter of altar pieces. 
He’ was what would be considered now a fashionable ar- 
tist. It would be highly probable that a friend of the 
great and rich Cenci family would commission him to 
paint a portrait of the beautiful girl about to be killed, 

Guido Reni was a profligate, a spendthrift and a 
gambler. Far be it from me, in the safety brought by 
300 years, to slander him, but he was a bad lot, and a 
disreputable. In spite of all his great genius, he died in 
poverty and alone. He was not the one a friend would 
choose for the difficult assignment of committing 
Beatrice’s great sorrow to canvas. 

After Dr. Boyd’s discovery was shown in London, the 
cld question of whether Reni’s picture was a copy was 
renewed, and F. Marion Crawford, the novelist, estab- 
lished by what he declares to be “irrefragable proof” 
that Guido Reni was in Spain at the time of the execu- 
tion of Beatrice Cenci, and that he did not go to Rome 
until eight years later, during the pontificate of Paul V. 
In a_little book which he has circulated privately con- 

cerning the two pictures, Dr. Boyd says: 
“Comparison of Mazzolini’s portrait of 
Beatrice with those of Guido shows that 
they are identical in treatment; and it is 
logical to assume that sometime after he 
went to Rome, Guido copied Mazzolini’s 
work when he painted his now world famous 
portraits of Beatrice. Furthermore, if the 
portrait of Beatrice that I found in South- 
ern New Mexico in 1893 was painted by 
Mazzolini, and competent judges have decid- 
ed that it was painted by him, then it is 
more than probable that it is the one—the 
long lost original, that Guido copied.” 
Continuing his argument, Dr. Boyd says: 
“We know that Mazzolini was about 25 
years older than Guido, and that he was 55 
or 58 years of age before Guido ever went 
fto Rome. Therefore, having in mind Maz- 
zolini’s age, his high ability and his rank 
as an artist, it is hardly reasonable to sup

HE river steamer

lished on the Upper Yukon 
what time they made their 
pile on Davidson Creek, broke into view above the trad- 
- ingepost of Selkirk at the Pelly’s mouth. Her sides were 
white with blizzard-driven snow and sheathed in frozen 
spray. On her bow tossed a gargoyle figurehead of 
foam-pale mush ice. She drove at top speed, and her 
engines hammered incessantly in their feverish race 
with the frost. So fast she flew that the Selkirk in- 
habitants on the watch by the shore felt a pang of fear 
that she was going to ignore them and rush on down 
the river. And no worse calamity than that could be- 
fall, for a famine threatened on the Yukon, and, like 
the men of golden Dawson, those of lonely Selkirk were 
counting the holes in their belts and concentrating their 
hopes upon the relief ship Voyageur to bring them sup- 
plies enough to tide them over the freeze-up till such 
time as the river ice would bear freight and freighting 
dog trains.

Tell me old lady I’m still up an’ comin’, 
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the support trenches filled to overflowing with troops in 
fighting order. 

We reached the first line as the preliminary bom- 
bardment started. Scores of batteries were concentrat- 
ing their fire on the enemy’s trenches directly opposite 
us. It is useless to attempt to depict what lay before 
us as we looked over the parapet. The trenches were 
hidden from view in a cloud of flame and dirt. The 
earth was like a muddy sea dashed high in spray 
against hidden rocks. 

The men who were to lead the attack were standing 
rifle in hand, waiting for the sudden cessation of fire, 
which would be the signal for them to mount the 
parapet. Bombers and bayonet men alternated in se- 
ries of two. The bombers wore their medieval-looking 
shrapnel-proof helmets and heavy canvas grenade coats 
with 12 pockets sagging with bombs. Their rifles were 


‘slung on their backs to give them free use of their 


hands. 

Everyone was smoking—some calmly, some with short, 
nervous puffs. It was interesting to watch the faces of 
the men. One could read, almost as a certainty, what 
was going on in their minds. Some of them were 
thinking of the terrible events so near at hand. They 
were imagining the horrors of the attack in detail. Oth- 
ers were unconcernedly intent upon adjusting straps 
of their equipment, or in rubbing their clips of ammuni- 
tion with an oily rag. Several men were singing to a 
mouth-organ accompaniment. I saw their lips moving, 
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terical with fright and crying in a dry, shaking voice: . 


“It’s too ’orrible! I can’t stand it! Blow you to 
‘ell they do! Look at me! I’m silathered in blood! 
# can't stand it! They ain’t no man can stand it!” 

He met with scant courtesy. A trench during an 
attack is no place for the faint-hearted. An unsym- 
pathetic Tommy kicked him savagely. 

“Go ’ide yerself, you bloody little coward!” 

“More lemons! More cricket balls!” and at last, 
Victory! Fritizie had “chucked it,” and men of the 
Royal Engineers, that wonderfully efficient corps, were 
on the spot with picks and shovels and sandbags, clear- 
ing out of the wreckage, and building a new barricade at 
the farther end of the communication trench. 

[t was only a minor affair, one of many which take 
place nightly in the firing line. Two score yards of 
trench were captured. The cost was, perhaps, one man 
per yard; but as Tommy said: 

“It ain’t the trench wot counts. It’s the more-ale. 
Bucks the blokes up to win, an’ that’s worth a ’ole 
bloomin’ army corps.” 

Rumors of all degrees of absurdity reached us. The 
enemy was massing on our right, on our left, on our 
immediate front. The division was to attack at dawn 
under cover of a hundred bomb-dropping battleplanes. 
Units of the new armies to the number of 500,000 
were concentrating behind the line from La Bassee to 
Arras, and another tremendous: drive was to be made 
in conjunction with the French. (As a matter of fact, 
we knew less of what was actually happening than did 
people in England and America.) Most of these re- 
ports sprang, full’ grown, from the fertile brains of 
officers’ servants. Scraps of information which they 
gathered while in attendance at the officers’ mess dug- 
out were pieced together, and much new material of 
their own invention added. The striving was for 
piquancy rather than plausibility. A wild tale was al- 
ways better than a dull one; furthermore the “batmen” 
were our only sources of official information, and could 
always command a hearing. When one of them came 
down the trench with that mysterious “I-could-a-tale- 
unfold” air, he was certain to be halted by willingly 
gullible comrades. 

“Wot’s up, Jerry? Anything new?” 

“Nor ’arf! Now, keep this under yer ‘ats, you blokes! 
My gov'nor was a-talkin’ to Maj. Bradley this mornin’ 
w’'’e I was a-mykin’ ’is tea, an’ ’e says’’—— 

Them followed the thrilling narfative, a disclosure 
of official secrets while groups of war-worn Tommies 
listened with eager interest. “Spreading the News” 
was a tragicomedy enacted daily in the trenches. 

But we were not entirely in the dark. The signs 
which preceded an engagement were unmistakable, 
and toward the middle of October there was general 
agreement that an important action was about to take 
place. British aircraft had been patrolling our front 
Reasclessly for hours. Several battalions (including our 
own, which had just gone into reserve at Vermelles) 
were placed on bomb-carrying fatigue. As we went 
pp to the firing line with our fiist load, we found all of

but not a sound reached me above the din of the guns, 
although I was standing only a few yards distant. It 
was like an absurd pantomime. 

As I watched them, the sense of the unreality of 
the whole thing swept over me more strongly than ever 
before. “This can’t be true,” I thought. “I have never 
been a soldier. There isn’t any European war.’’ I had 
the curious feeling that my body and brain were func- 
tioning quite apart from me. I was only a slow-witted, 
incredulous spectator looking on with a stupid animal 
wonder. I have learned that this feeling is quite com- 
mon among men in the trenches. A part of thc mind 
works normally, and another part, which seems to be 
one’s essential self, refuses to assimilate and classify 
experiences so unusual, so different from anything in 
the catalogue of memory. 

For two hours and a half the roar of guns continued. 
Then it stopped as suddenly as it had begun. An of- 
ficer near me shouted, “Now, men! Follow me!” and 
clambered over the parapet. There was no hesitation. 
In a moment the trench was empty save for the bomb- 
carrying parties and an artillery observation officer, who 
was jumping up and down on the firing bench, shouting: 

“Go it, the Norfolks! Go it, the Norfolks! My God! 
Isn’t it fine! Isn’t it splendid!” 

There vou have the British officer true to type. He 
is a sportsman; next to taking part in a fight he loves 
to see one—and he says “isn’t” not “ain’t,’”’ even under 
stress of the greatest excitement. 

The German artillery, which had been reserving fire, 
now poured forth a deluge of shrapnel. The sound of 
rifle fire was scattered and ragged at first, but it in- 
creased steadily in volume. Then came the “boiler- 
factory chorus,” the sharp rattle of dozens of machine 
guns. The bullets were flying over our heads like 
swarms of angry wasps. A ration-box board which I 
held above the parapet was struck almost immediately. 
Fortunately for the artillery officer, a disrespectful 
N. C. O. pulled him down into the trench. 

“It’s no use throwin’ yer life aw’y, sir. You won't elp 
‘em by barkin’ at ’em.” 

He was up again almost at once, coolly watching the 
progress of the troops from behind a small barricade 
of sandbags, and reporting upon it to batteries several 
miles in rear. The temptation to look over the parapet 
was not to be resisted. The artillery lengthened their 
ranges. I saw the curtain of flame-shot smoke leap 
at a bound to the next line of German trenches. 

Within a few moments several lines of reserves filed 
into the front trench and went over the parapet in 
support of the first line, advancing with heads down 
like men bucking into the fury of a gale. We saw them 
only for an instant as they jumped to their feet outside 
the trench and rushed forward. Many were hit before 
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the; had passed through the gaps in our barbed wire. 
Those who were able crept back and were helped into 
the trench by comrades. One man was killed as he 
was about to reach a place of safety. He lay on the 
parapet with his arms hanging dgwn inside the trench. 
His face was that of a boy of 21 or 22. I carry the 
memory of it with me today as vividly as when I left 
the trenches in November. 

Following the attacking infantry were those other 
soldiers whose work, though less spectacular than that 
of the riflemen, was just as essential and quite as dan- 
gerous. Royal Engineers, with picks and shovels and 
sancbags, rushed forward to reverse the parapets of the 
captured trenches, and to clear out the wreckage, 
while the riflemen waited for the launching of the first 
counter attack. They were preceded by men of the Sig- 
naling Corps, who advanced swiftly and skillfully, un- 
winding spools of insulated telephone wire as they went. 
Bomb c&rriers, stretcher bearers, intent upon their wide- 
ly divergent duties, followed. The work of salvage and 
destruction went band in hand. 

The battle continued until evening, when we re- 
ceived orders to move up to the firing line. We started 
at 5 o’clock, and although we had less than three miles 
to go, we did not reach the end of our journey until 4 
the next morning, owing to the fatigue parties and the 
long stream of wounded which blocked the communica- 
tion trenches. For more than an hour we lay just out- 
side of the trench looking down on a seemingly endless 

procession of casualties. Some 
of the men were crying like chil- 
dren, some groaning pitifully, 
some laughing despite their 
wounds. I heard dialects pecu- 
liar to every part of England, 
and fragmentary accounts of 
hair-breadth escapes and des- 
perate fighting. 

“They was a big Dutchman 
comin’ at me from the other 
side. Lucky fer me that I ‘ad 
a round in me breach. He'd 
‘a’ got me if it ’adn’t ’a’ been 
fer that ca’tridge. I let ‘im ’ave 
it an’ ’e crumpled up like a 
wet blanket.” 

“Seven of them, an’ that dazed 
like, they wasna good for any- 
thing. Mon, it would ha’ been 
fair murder to kill ’em! They 
wasna wantin’ to fight.” 

searcely out of their 
talked with the air of 
veterans. Many of them had 
been given their first taste of 
real fighting, and they were ex- 
periencing a very common and 
natural reaction. Their courage 
had been put to the most severe 
test and had not given way. It 
was not difficult to understand 
their elation, and one could for- 
give their boastful talk of bloody 
deeds, One highly strung lad 
was dangerously near to nervous 
breakdown. He had bayoneted 
his first German and could not 
forget the experience. He told 
of it over and over as the line 
moved slowly along. 

“IT couldn't get me bayonet 
out,” he said. ‘“W’en e’ fell ‘e 
pulled me over on top of ’im. I 
‘ad to put me foot against ‘im 
an’ pull, and then it came out 
with a jerk.” 

We met small groups of prisoners under escort of 
proud and happy Tommies who gave us conflicting re- 
ports of the success of the attack. Some of them said 
that two more lines of German trenches had been taken: 
others declaréd that we had broken completely through 
and that the enemy was in full retreat. Upon arriving at 
our position, we were convinced that at least one trench 
had been captured; but when we mounted our guns and 
peered cautiously over the parapet, the lights which we 
saw in the distance were the flashes of German rifles, 
not the street lamps of Berlin. 

Meanwhile, the inhumanity of a war without truces 
was being revealed to us on every hand. Hundreds of 
bodies were lying between the opposing lines of trenches 
and there was no chance to bury them. Fatigue parties 
were sent out at night to dispose of those lying close 
to the parapets, but the work was constantly delayed 
and interrupted by persistent sniping and heavy shell 
fire. Others farther out lay where they had fallen day 
after day and week after week. Many an anxious 
mother in England was seeking news of a‘son whose 
bedy had become a part of the Flemish landscape. 

During the week following the commencement of the 
offensive, the wounded were brought back in twos and 
threes from the contested area over which attacks and 
counter attacks were taking place. One plucky English- 
man was discovered about 50 yards in front of our 
trenches. He was waving a handkerchief tied to the 
handle of his intrenching tool. Stretcher bearers ran 
out under fire and brought him in. He had been wound- 
ed in the foot when his company was advancing up the 
slope 1500 yards away. When it was found necessary to 
retire he had been left with many dead and wounded 
comrades, far from the possibility of help by friends. 
He had bandaged his wound with his first-aid field dress- 
ing and started crawling back, a few yards at a time. 
He secured food from the haversacks of dead comrades, 
and at length, aft>or a week of painful creeping, reached 
our lines. 

Another of our comrades was discovered by a listen- 
ing patrol, six days after he had been nem He, 
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too, had been struck down close to the enemy's Second 
line. Two kindhearted German sentries, to whom he 
had signaled, crept out at night and gave him hot cof- 
fee to drink. He begged them to carry him in, but 
they told him they were forbidden to take any wound- 
ed prisoners. As he was unable to crawl, he must_have 
died had it not been for the keen ears of the men of the 
listening patrol. A third victim whom I[ saw was 
brought in at daybreak by a working party. He had 
been shot in the jaw and lay unattended through at 
least five wet October days and nights. His eyes were 
swollen shut. Blood-poisoning had set in from a wound

where a horse’s hocfs will spread so that 
the edzes turn up and have to be trimmed 
or pinched off. I'm 7 years old and I’ve 
never had a shoe on my foot and I’ve done 


some traveling in my short life, as my last 


Mexican owner could tell you if he was 
here. 

“You Know—or rather maybe you ddw't 
know—all Mexicans are good to their 
horses. They are hard riders, but they 
take as zood care of us as the country af- 
fords. I never aid eat grain. They don’t 
ever feed horses grain in Mexico and Mr. 
Wright knew that, so he never gave me 
any grain here—only pasture: green in 
season and dried in the form of hay in 
winter. You see I've been here three 
years now and I am beginning to know 
vou have summer and winter weather. 
Most of the time weather is all the same 
in Mexico and corrals are about the only 
things in which a horse ever gets shut up. 
Nothing doing in the way of barns or sta- 
bles—in Chihuahua. 

“So, you want to know something abont 
mv hoyhood or colt days on old San Do- 
mingo? Well, there isn’t much to tell. 
All Mexican horses are broke by the time 
they are two years old—most of ‘em be- 
fore that. And -thev den’t put. a jaw- 
brea*ing curb bit in vour mouth and tie a 
sack over your head when they go to 
break you. In fact, they calculate to 
break vou in easy and not run the chance 
of scaring you to death or ruining your 
nerve or disposition when thev train you 
in Mexico—if you are a horse. They teach 
you to carry a sack or a youngster on 
your back before you are a year old and 
before a bit is ever placed in vour mouth 
vou are taught to be familiar with and un- 


“mixed steers. 


afraid of a nose halter or stall made of 
plain rope. They don't throw a_ horse 
down or trip him. They teach him not to 
be afraid of people while he is young. 

“You Know my work at home was herd- 
ing cows—I was brought up to it and they 
all said I was the best cuttin’ horse at 
the ranch, or maybe in Northern Mexico. 
A cuttin’ horse is one trained to be rid- 
den into a bunch of cattle after animals 
of a certain size or color. If a buyer 
comes along and takes 2000 two-vear-olds 
out of a 10,000 herd of all ages and colors 
and sizes, the work of the herders is to 
ride into the bunch and cut out the ani- 
mals sold—separate ‘em from the others. 
Well, you just start in and in a minute 
you tell by the rein that your rider is 
after a certain animal—some horses can 
tell by what their rider says. Most any 
horse knows enough to go after a calf ora 
two-year-old, or just a cow when his rider 
hollers it out to him in sO many words. 

“Yes, you can learn it in Mex‘can and 
then in the Texas language—or in Injun. 
But you can always understand your rein, 
if vou aren’t posted on the lingo. My 
boss never had to tell me more than once 
and I could twist around through a crazy 
wild herd and cut out a two-year-old that 
was hiding in the middle of a bunch of 
It’s a whole lot easier work 
drivin’ cattle on the range than stickin’ 
around the ranch doin’ the cut-out work 
when they start to sell or ship. But cut- 
tin’ out is expert work and generally 
vour owner won't sell you if vou got that 
business down fine. 

“Tl want everybody to know around here 
that my boss didn't sell me into the army 
of Villa. The soldiers inst camo along 


and took me and a lot of others. They 
took about a hundred of us—the best rid- 
in’ horses on the ranch. They wanted 
horses that could travel long and hard, | 
was just gettin’ on four years old then, 
and didn’t know what it was to-get tired 
or get winded. agp 

The next day after I was drafted into 
the army I got to know Villa. I could 
tell he was the head man of the army be- 
cause he picked me out for himself before 
any of the rest of the leaders got a 
chance to make a choice. But I could 
understand his Mexican or Spanish lingo 
all right, and he knew how to treat a 
horse. 

“No monkey business in the army; it 
was good hard work and I had a chance 
several times to go 100 miles between 
sunrise and sunset. Villa could speak 
picturesque language, but he never spoke 
it direct at me—at least not many times. 

“T lasted longer than the others from 
our ranch, but I want to tell you that no 
horse livin’ could last a year goin’ the 
gait we went. Of course, I got poor and 
lean and weak—and just then they got a 
lot of fresh horses and we were left on 
the range with nobody to look after us. | 
wandered about a few days and finally 
come to the biggest river I had ever seen. 
It looked better on the other side of it 
than on our side and a lot of us wal’ed 
into the water, and when it got too deep 
to walk we just started to swim and soon 
we were out on the other bank. 

It didn’t take long for one of the riding 
revenue agents of the United States to 
find us, and in less than a week we were 
in the corral just outside El Paso adver- 
tised for sale, because we didn’t have any 
papers and couldn't show that we had any 
right in this country. From the looks of 
ws I guess thev didn’t think we were 
worth very much, but really, all we need- 
ed was regular feed and water for a while. 
Army life in Mexico is killin’ on a horse. 

“Well, yes; it was all right leadin’ the 
procession and being right up at the head 
of things, but while I was good for 100 
miles a day for a spell, a horse can’t keep 
that up without regular grass and water 
and 6 or 7 hours’ sleep or rest out of 
every 24.”
